ae lamps, old brown jugs, modern vases—prac- 
tically any of them can be converted for electricity. But choose 
them carefully. They don’t all make good-looking modern lamps. 

Most kerosene lamps need little making over. Usually you sim- 
ply unscrew or pry off the oil-burning apparatus, and insert a 
converter socket. 

(If yours needs much changing, chances are it won’t be attrac- 
tive after it’s remodeled.) When buying fittings, take your lamp 
along so you'll be sure to get the correct size. Here’s what you’ll 
need: 

A socket body with cap. 

A converter to fit into socket cap and lamp base (with open- 

ing for cord). 

A cord with fitting to plug into wall outlet. 

A shade. 
Sockets come equipped with chain (lamp 1) or push button 
(lamps 2 and 3). If you want to use a reflector bowl or shade 
holder that is threaded, ask for a socket that is threaded outside 
as well as in. (Lamps 3 and 6.) 
Converters are available in various sizes. A 114-inch fits lamps 












Eagle-Picher Insulation 
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1, 2, and 3. Lamp 5 uses 214-inch converter; lamp 6, a 3-inch. 
However, lamp 4 had tiny neck that was hard to fit, so it has been 
equipped with prong-type converter for its 1-inch opening. 
Cord with the yellow label every 5 feet—‘‘ Underwriters Labora- 
tories Insp. Cord’’—assures you that it has been tested and ap- 
proved by the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and is safe to 
have in your home. 

If your lamp has a hollow center and it is possible to drill a 
hole in the bottom, run the cord thru the base. 

Reflector bowls, available in either glass or plastic, are a good 
idea if your lamp is to be used for reading. Or you may want a 
harp-type shade holder with finial on top, as used on lamp 6. 
Shades. You’|! find it a bit harder to buy a shade for your re- 
modeled beauty than for a ready-made lamp. The trick is to find 
one that masks most of the conversion mechanism without looking 
like a man with his hat pulled down over his ears. Small lamps 
like number 4 are often problems. 

But choose your base with discrimination, wire it with care, 
find a shade that’s really becoming—and you’ll have a lamp 
with individuality that’s well worth your trouble.

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Finishing touches 
for your workbench 


Last month (page 16) I showed 
you how to build a workbench. 
You can use it, but it isn’t com- 
plete without a drawer and a 
couple of vises. 

You'll need a drawer for things 
like sandpaper, clamps, and small 
tools. The drawer will be useful, 
too, when you’re working with 
long boards. You can pull it out 
and use it as a rest for one end of 
the board. 

This drawer will go into the 
1x12 that you nailed under the 
2x6’s when you finished off your 
bench. It should be at the extreme 
right of your bench. If you have a 
long bench, you may want more 
than one drawer, but build your 
first one as close to the right-hand 
support as possible. 

Don’t make too big a drawer. 
Fourteen inches is wide enough; 6 
inches is ample depth (from top to 
bottom). With a square, mark off 
on the 1x12 the size of the drawer.

Make the ¢op of the drawer flush 
with the bottom of the 2x6 above it. 
Take a 1-inch bit and bore a hole 
in the 1x12 as close as possible to 
either top corner of the rectangle 
you marked off. Stick a keyhole 
saw into this hole, and saw along 
the lines you’ve drawn. 

Now you have the hole for the 
drawer. Cut a piece of 1-inch wood 
to fit into the hole—this is the front 
of your drawer. Now build your 
drawer behind this piece of wood; 
in other words, nail or screw from 
the front. Half-inch stock is strong 
enough for the sides, back, and 
bottom of the drawer. 

The length of the drawer is gov- 
erned by the width of your bench. 
See that the front of the drawer is 


flush with the 1x12. If you’ve made 


the drawer a little short, which is 
smart, you can put a stop—a small 
block of wood—on the back of the 
drawer to compensate. 

Your drawer will need tracks to 
slide on. Otherwise it will jam and 
stick. Make each track by nailing 
at right angles two pieces of wood, 
14 inch or 1 inch thick, 3 inches 
wide, and as long as necessary. 
Fit one of these tracks between the 
end bench supports, making the

tread of the track flush with the 
opening where the drawer fits. 
Attach the front end of the other 
track to a block of wood 3x2, nailed 
on the back of the 1x12. Attach the 
rear end to a 1x2 running hori- 
zontally from one rear bench sup- 
port to the next. Tack these tracks 
on with small nails. You'll also 
need thin lengths of wood nailed

to the side of the tracks to act as 
guides, so the drawer won’t slide 
at an angle and stick. 

Don’t put a handle on the 
drawer! Bore two 1-inch holes, 114 
inches apart, for finger pulls. 
There’s a reason for this. If you 
have a long board to plane, and 
use your wood vise, handles would 
be in the way.

So much for the drawer. 

The next item is a steel vise, 
costing about 8 dollars. You can 
spend more than that, but what- 
ever you pay, the vise will earn its 
way, and enable you to do many a 
small job which you would other- 
wise have to hire someone to do 
for you. 

Install it on the left-hand end of 
the bench facing the front and do/t 
it down solid! 

Another thing you'll need is a 
wood vise. It is useful in a great 
many cascs where a steel vise won’t 
serve. 

Examine a wood vise and you'll 
notice that it has a coarsely thread- 
ed shaft that extends from the T 
handle. (Sometimes viszs come 
with a wooden crank thru the T 
handle. If yours doesn’t have that 


handle, make your own with part 
of a broomstick—about 16 inches 
long.) Attached to this T handle is 
a round flange with screw holes in 
it. 

You now take a 2x6 plank, 3344 
inches long, and bore a hole in the 
center of it, 5 inches from one end, 
large enough to fit around the 
shaft. Put that shaft thru the hole, 
and screw the round flange onto 
the plank. 

Now about 18 inches to the 
right of your steel vise, bore the 
same-sized hole in your 1x12 along 
the front of the bench, 5 inches 
from the top of the bench. One of 
the pieces of hardware that came 
with your vise was a small round 
collar, threaded to go on the long 
shaft. It has two screw holes in it. 
Screw this piece on behind the hole 
in the 1x12. This is your leverage. 
Now push the shaft thru the hole 
and screw it into the collar. 

One more thing, and your vise is 
complete. Between the two front 
supports of your bench, nail a 1x4 
six inches above the floor. Bore a 
l-inch hole thru both the 2x6 
plank and the 1x4, then run a 34- 
inch-diameter peg about a foot 
long thru these holes. Drive a nail

crosswise into the peg so it won’t 
come out. 

Why do this? Remember your 
2x6 is 11% inches off the floor. This 
arrangement anchors the lower 
end of your vise but at the sam? time 
allows it to open easily. If this end 
dragged on the floor, your vise 
would be awkward to use. 

That’s all there is to it!

L. I can hold out until ’'m 45, [ll then have a 50-50 
chance, statistically, of dying of heart disease. You, too, 
have that chance. No other country or civilization but 
ours offers you that opportunity. No other can make you 
that guarantee. 

More Americans are dying of diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels now than of any other five causes of death 
combined. 

A generation ago heart attack was high drama. More 
often than not, tho, it went unrecognized under the label 
of “‘indigestion.”” Eugene O’Neill wrote a curdling final 
scene around it for his ““Homecoming.”’ Christine, the 
adulterous wife, substituted poison for the nitroglycerin 
tablets her husband was supposed to get to shorten and 
ease the pain of recurring heart attacks. Then she goaded 
him into one by telling of her lover; and as he lay gasping 
for his medicine, she slipped him the poison. That final 
scene curled a lot of hair. 

But now attacks are so commonplace that writers don’t 
find much dramatic in them. In John P. Marquand’s 
latest book, for example, old B. F. is in the library with 
two men from the office going over something after din- 
ner, and he just slumps over in his chair. He knows he 
isn’t going to last long, and he tells his daughter, ““This 
isn’t bad at all. It might have been cancer.” 

“Well, it’s happened, and I always knew it was going 
to,” his wife fusses. Then, to her daughter: ‘‘Please hurry 
and get dressed, dear. I don’t see why you don’t freeze to 
death in those underthings.”’

L CARPENTERS could lay aside their saws . 

If building materials could be delivered pre-cut to fit, 
so that the workmen could just pick them up and nail 
them into place... 

If material dealers could cut their overhead by 
standardizing sizes and cutting down on the thousands 
they now carry in stock (there are 19,238 sizes of valves 
and pipe fittings)... 

If manufacturers could standardize their equipment 
to a few sizes that would fit into all houses and then con- 
centrate on mass production of these sizes... 

If these things could be done, building would cost less. 

This month, out of a joint meeting of manufacturers 
and dealers (Producers’ Council and the National Re- 
tail Lumber Dealers Association) came news that that is 
precisely what the two groups are making ready to do— 
to adapt to America’s whole home-building industry a

system of simplification called modular co-ordination, 
which would standardize all parts and pieces of a house 
in such sizes that they fit with themselves and all other 
parts without special on-the-site cutting and fitting. 

To builders beset by rising cost, to home-hungry 
millions who can find only houses priced beyond their 
reach, the news of modular co-ordination in building 
came as a cooling breeze of hope. 

To see the principle of modular co-ordination, let’s 
suppose you want to build a house of blocks. If each of 
your blocks comes 4 inches long, or in some multiple of 
4 like 8 or 12 inches, and if you will make the house itself 
some multiple of 4 inches long, say 12 or 16 or 24, then 
you can build this whole house of these blocks without 
wasting the time to cut one. 

But if some blocks come 3 inches long, some 7, then

I. ALL probability, some who read this article will 
write letters to me. A shockingly large minority of them 
will be violently abusive. They will come from the hate 
mongers, amateur and professional, who make no bones 
about their prejudices. 

Such letters provide a gauge of the hate monger’s 
strength. They are threatening, unafraid, unashamed. The 
prejudice they vent is not confined to any one race or reli- 
gion. They originate in every section of the United States, 
in cities and suburbs, small towns, and rural areas. 

A Connecticut writer warns that I'll be taken care of 
when the 100-percent white Christian Americans take 
over. A Californian speculates eagerly on whether the 
“blood bath for niggers and Jews” will begin in San 
Francisco or Atlanta. 

An Indiana veteran discloses that “‘fat Jews lurk on 
every street corner in New York, ready to rape pure 
Christian girls.” 

“You must approve such conduct, or you’d keep your 
dirty mouth shut,” he adds. 

I have received at least 20 copies of the fictitious Pro- 
tocols of Zion, and hundreds of racially biased, obscene 
drawings and jokes. Usually they’re printed, which indi- 
cates they’re turned out wholesale. I am told, unendingly, 
that Hitler was right, that the Jews ought to be sent to 
Palestine and the Negroes to Africa, that there is a com- 
bined Jewish-Negro plot to “mongrelize” the white race, 
that I am a “nigger-lover,” or “Jew-bait,” or a tool of the 


Pope. 


THE late Senator Bilbo denounced me as a “nigger-loving 
Yankeefied Communist,” a traitor to the South, and the 
recipient of a Pulitzer prize “for editorials advocating the 
mongrelization of the race.” 

If I have overemphasized personal experiences, it is be- 
cause they best illustrate for me what is happening all over 
the country. They indicate the growing confidence the in- 
tolerant have that their strength is mounting. 

The South commands the headlines because of its Bilbos, 
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> A hundred years ago Philadelphians were slowly 
being poisoned by drinking their own waste dumped 
into the filthy Schuylkill. Eighty years ago residents of 
Denver were paying 50 cents a barrel for drinking 
water and living in constant dread of cloudbursts. 
Seventy years ago Memphis was nearly depopulated by 
yellow fever. 

Twenty years ago Chicagoans were finding neigh- 
bors propped up lifelessly on doorsteps. Fifteen years 
ago St. Louis was gasping and groping in the soft- 
coal smog of factory chimneys. Ten years ago San 
Francisco was wrestling with downtown traffic in- 
tensified by the opening of the bridges—themselves 
answers to even older problems of cross-bay communi- 
cation. 

When each of these problems became acute enough, 
the people finally woke up to the slow death that was 
creeping upon them. With varying success, they did 
something about it. 

Today the No. 1 problem that threatens most Amer- 
ican communities is not sanitation or smoke or a place 


to park or even juvenile delinquency, 
Sis 


crime, or orgnanized vice. 


It is hate. 











Rankins, and Talmadges, and the presence in large num- 
bers of a race against which so much fear and hate are di- 
rected. But the disease is not local to the South, nor does it 
strike only at relationships between whites and Negroes. 
The hate mongers defile synagogues in New York and 
beat up a rabbi in Iowa City. They incite housing riots in 
Chicago and exclude Japanese-Americans from veterans’ 
posts on the West Coast. They begrudge citizenship to 
Mexican-Americans, stir up feeling against war refugees, 
and try to arouse Americans of Nordic ancestry against 
those whose forebears were Slavic, Semitic, or Latin. 


OsTRICHLIKE, some Americans are not alarmed at the 
growth of hate groups. “Just an aftermath of war ten- 
sions,” they say, a mere repetition of 1919-1921, when 
racial antagonism, Ku Kluxism, and witch-hunting of 
“radicals” cast a shadow on America. Some go even 
further back. “What of the Know-Nothings?” they ask. 
General Grant’s attempt to drive the Jews from the lower 
Mississippi Valley? The persecution of the Boston Irish, 
the manhandling of the Chinese railroad workers in the 
eighties, the heartless segregation of immigrants in our 
large cities?

, = AND SARAH JORDAN went house hunting when 
Tom got home from the army. They bought an older house— 
vintage, 1920—in Larchmont, New York. The kitchen was one 
of those 12 by 12 wonders with next to no cabinet or counter 
space when it came to mixing a cake or putting a pan away. 
Plenty of good wall space, tho. There was nothing impossible 
about the kitchen. The Jordans took on the job of remodeling 
and proved that. 

Some of Tom’s G.I. friends joined the project. An architect, 
a lighting engineer and builder, and a carpenter. On page 51 
there’s a floor plan of the old kitchen Tom’s all-G.I. crew tackled.

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Lawns: Lawn mowers should be set to cut as high as possible, but 
you should continue to mow your lawn regularly until the grass stops 
growing. Keep the tree leaves swept up at weekly intervals (with a 
flexible-toothed broom rake) to avoid danger of smothering grass 











Pools: All pipes must be drained, and your waterlilies should be 
moved into a frost-free place for the winter. Saucer-shaped pools 
aren't often damaged even when all the water freezes. Try piling 
several feet of mulch on boards over your straight-edged pool 
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Annuals and vegetables: Fal! spading is best for ground you 
expect to use next year for annuals or vegetables. The winter frost 
will break up the clods and leave your soil in the best condition for 
seed-sowing next spring. Insects exposed to the cold will be killed 

















Paths: Gravel paths should be weeded and cleaned, and grass 
paths fed liberally. Low spots in your paths can be filled now—or 
drains installed—to prevent icy spots this winter. Concrete stains can 
be applied as long as the daily temperature remains above freezing

Evergreens: Keep the soil moist until it freezes. Upright branches 
of columnar evergreens can be tied to a central stake to keep snow 
and ice from splitting them apart. Use strips of cloth or a soft cord 
for tying. Burlap screen prevents wind burning on your tender plants 
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Hedges: Removing leaves and trash caught at the bases of your 
hedge and fence eliminates a fire hazard. If you must mulch hedges 
in your area, use soil. Hedges shouldn't be trimmed until spring, but 
you can rebuild fences now with little disturbance to nearby plants 


























Outdoor furniture: Garden furniture and your plant stakes de- 
serve the protection of an indoor winter storage. Stakes should be 
cleaned, sorted, and bundled. Your wooden stakes can be dipped 
into a copper naphthenate solution to kill the hidden rot fungi

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I hated housework until... 


I assumed an inquiring mind 
about it, approached it as an experi- 
menter and explorer. I developed 
cooking as a hobby, collected rec- 
ipes for the sheer fun of it, tried at 
least one new one every week, 
dressed up old recipes with new herbs 
and flavors. When doing routine 
tasks I let my mind flit over possibili- 
ties of improving, eliminating, or 
combining them. For instance, I dis- 
covered it took me 15 minutes and 
300 steps to set the dining-room table 
in my customary way. Then I experi- 
mented with different systems, keep- 
ing track of the time consumed in 
each case. I found that by carrying 
the dishes to the table on a large 
tray, | took only 5 minutes and 100 
steps. By attacking housework from 
this angle, I killed two birds with 
one stone.

Were all for 
modern houses! 


Did you read “I’m Agin’ Modern Houses,” by 


June Huot, in the August issue? Here are the 


replies of a few people who did, and disagree 


Says Rita Sweney. 
Arlington, Virginia « « « 


Some day we hope to build a 
modern house. I’m tired of living 
in someone else’s mistakes. 

There are reasons for most of the 
familiar things we have come to 
associate with modern architec- 
ture. The boxlike wings (what 
June calls the “nursery block ef- 
fect”) placed in an L or U may 
help enclose the lot or give pri- 
vacy to a terrace. The living-din- 
ing area overlooking an enclosed 
yard provides privacy in the house 
as well as for outdoor living. 

Since bedrooms are little used 
for living, cubage should be kept to 
a minimum. You can have a mov- 
able wall between two tiny bed- 
rooms occupied by the small fry— 
a wall which can be folded out of 
the way to give a spacious rainy- 
day playroom. Later on, this can be 
a bed-sitting room for one—some- 
thing that would thrill the heart 
of any young grownup! The great 

eauty of contemporary design is 
its flexibility. 

This same flexibility applies to 
basements. Houses used to dig into 
hillsides as protection against cold 
weather. Great cellars for storage 
of the winter’s food supply were a 
necessity. When central heating 
came, the cellar was the logical 
place for the monster. But shipping 
facilities, supermarkets, and refrig- 
eration have brought their changes, 
and basementless houses aren’t 
unthinkable as they were 40 years 
ago. 

Modern architecture is the “one 
world” concept applied to housing. 
It is no longer the product of one 
country or locality, and boundaries 
are continually being erased. ‘Take 
a traditional house if you like, 
but don’t be like the man who ate 
one bad egg and thereafter knew 
all about eggs—they were all bad. 


Says Mrs. Rupert Campbell, 
Omaha ..- 


We’re about to build a house, 
and it will be as modern as the day 
after tomorrow. We know what we 
need and want, and why. 

June’s trouble, of course, lies in 
the fact that she hasn’t a modern 
house at all. She may have a sprawl- 
ing design, window walls, and 
built-ins, but her house is no more 
modern than a gold brick is gold. 
She has bought a style rather than 


a solution to her family’s living 
problems. Her home is modernistic 
without being modern. 

The only way to get a good house 
is to recognize your needs honestly, 
and fulfill them. It’s only common 
sense to buy the utmost in comfort, 
convenience, and appearance, 
keeping in mind the psychological 
and social aspects of the home as 
well as the technical. June has 
simply made the tragic mistake 
made by so many home-builders; 
they rush ahead before they know 
what they want, then sit back to do 
their thinking while the plaster 
dries. 

Today’s home should be as in- 
dividual as its occupants. If they 
need a “family room” rather than 
a living room, that’s what they 
should have. If they want upstairs 
bedrooms, there’s no law against 
them. They may have a dining 
room or not, a basement or not, 
Whatever it has, that house should 
be as personal as a monogram, and 
as comfortable as a pair of good 
shoes. 

I agree with June that an enor- 
mous window with a view only of 
the street or a neighbor’s trash 
barrel would hardly be an asset. 
But didn’t she know that before 
she built? 

She says so much light deprives 
the room of interesting shadows. 
Yet, there can’t be shadows with- 
out light! P’ll bet she’s timid about 
colors, too. She probably spends 
her vacations glorying in nature’s 
riotous display of brilliant blue, 
green, gold, coral, and stark white, 
then comes home to putty pink and 
off-white and wonders what is 
wrong. 

We must train our taste. Today’s 
home-builder should find himself 
discussing living areas (not living 
rooms), working areas, sleeping 
areas; light conditioning, sound 
conditioning, air conditioning; or- 


- ganized storage, flexibility, solar 


heating. We must learn to recog- 
nize honesty of planning, and to 
discard all fake. And we must be 
open-minded without being gul- 
lible.

RECIPES FOR COMPANY DINNER 


Avocado-Onion Appetizer 

Arrange nests of curly endive on 
salad plates. Place a chilled avo- 
cado half on each plate. Drizzle 
lemon juice over, about 1 teaspoon 
for each serving. Fill avocado cen- 
ter with tiny pickled onions; add 
1 teaspoon French dressing. Top 
with stuffed olive. Serve icy cold 
with small pretzels oven-hot. 


Tongue and Noodles Parisienne 


Wash 4-pound beef tongue (or 2 
2-pound tongues) ; add 2 cups mild 
vinegar and hot water to cover. 
Cook slowly about 3 hours or until 
tender. Add water if needed. Cool 
in liquid. Trim excess tissue from 
root end and remove skin. When 
ready to serve, slice—diagonal cuts 
are most attractive. Circle on large 
platter around a bowl of Noodles 
Parisienne: Cook 2 6-ounce pack- 
ages (4 cups) broad noodles in 
boiling, salted water 10 minutes or 
until tender. Drain thru sieve; keep 
hot over boiling water. Chop 8 
slices bacon; cook until crisp; pour 
off drippings, leaving 2 tablespoons. 
Add 1!% cups heavy cream. Heat 
in top of double boiler. Beat 4 egg 


yolks; add 1% teaspoon salt, 1! 
teaspoons dry mustard, and 4 tea- 
spoon pepper; blend thoroly. Add 
egg mixture gradually to hot cream, 
stirring vigorously. Cook over boil- 
ing water 3 minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Keep over hot water until 
time to serve. Then add 2 table- 
spoons cider vinegar; blend thoroly. 
Spoon over drained noodles. Sprin- 
kle top with caraway seeds and but- 
tered crumbs (1 cup crumbs tossed 
in 14 cup melted butter). 


Tomatoes and Corn 

Cut a slice from top of each of 6 
large unpeeled tomatoes; scoop out 
part of each center. You can use 
these tomato bits in tossed salad 
tomorrow. Dice 2 green peppers 
and mince 1 clove garlic. Cook in 2 
tablespoons butter until green pep- 
per is just tender, stirring constant- 
ly. Add 1% cups drained whole 
kernel corn; continue tossing until 
corn is hot. Fill tomato centers 
with corn mixture; dot with butter. 


Arrange in shallow baking dish. 
Heat under broiler 8 to 10 minutes, 
or until tomatoes. are just tender 
and piping hot. Or if tomato price 
prevents buying 6: Put corn-green 
pepper mixture into baking dish, 
and top with buttered crumbs. 
Slice 1 or 2 tomatoes over. Broil 
as above, and serve immediately. 
Serves 6. 


Green Surprise Salad 


Break 1% head lettuce into bite- 
sized pieces in salad bowl. Tear 14 
bunch curly endive and 1 bunch 
water cress into sprigs; add to let- 
tuce. Add.34 cup cubed Swiss 
cheese. If desired, arrange 1 2- 
ounce can anchovy fillets over top. 
Pour over 14 cup Tart Dressing; 
toss. Serves 6. Tart Dressing: 
Combine 1 tablespoon dry mus- 
tard, 1 teaspoon salt, 3 tablespoons 
sugar, '¢ teaspoon black pepper. 
Measure oil from anchovies, if 
used ; add enough salad oil to make 
1 cup. Add to seasonings; blend. 
Add scored garlic bud, '% cup 
lemon juice, and about 4 10%- or 
ll-ounce can condensed tomato 
soup (1% to 34 cup). Put ingredi- 
ents in bottle; cover and shake well. 
Remove garlic bud when flavor 
suits your taste. We suggest a day 
or two. Makes 2% cups. 

Blossom Tarts 

Prepare 1 recipe plain pastry, 
sufficient for 8-inch double-crust 
pie. Divide dough into 6 balls; roll 
thin. Line 4-inch tart pans, flute 
edge, prick bottom with fork. Bake 
in hot oven (450°) 12 to 15 min- 
utes. Prepare 1 package vanilla 
pudding, as directed on the pack- 
age. Add 14 teaspoon almond ex- 
tract. Cool. Divide filling among 
the 6 pastry shells, about 3 table- 
spoons in each. Thaw a package 
each of frozen blueberries and 


strawberries. Wash a bunch of ‘ 


seedless green grapes. Top two 
tart shells with blueberries, two 
with strawberries, two with green 
seedless grapes. Melt 1 cup apple 
jelly; drizzle it over fruit to glaze. 
Arrange colorful tarts on silver or 
crystal tray. Tuck geranium or 
galax leaves under tarts. Serves 6.

How to pick out 
a book for a child 


By Betty O°Connor 


The author, who has her own bookshop, is an 
authority on books children like. She recent- 
ly reorganized the juvenile department of the 
famous Brentano’s bookstore in Washington, D. C. 


For the first time in many years 
you can literally let yourself go and 
buy books for the children’s Christ- 
mas without “‘let or hindrance.” 
In fact the only difficulty is going 
to lie in the choice, because truly 
the display is lavish and bewilder- 
ing. All the good old favorites are 
back, not only in familiar form, but 
often in several new editions, to say 
nothing of new titles good and at- 
tractive enough to claim consider- 
ation. Strangely enough, even cost 
need be of little worry. The same 
story often appears in both mod- 
erately priced and luxury editions. 

So, what you need is a yardstick, 
something to govern your choice, 
once you have wiselv decided that 
giving a book to a child is probably 
the happiest, most enduring thing 
you could bestow upon him. 


First, attractive as the new books 
may seem, you must turn from them 
firmly if you are not sure first that 
your child is familiar with all the 
old favorites. The books we call old 
favorites are the very ones that 
children go on loving and choosing, 
when given the chance, generation 
after generation. You forget that 
Black Beauty, and Little Lord Faunt- 
leroy, and the Peterkins and Uncle 
Remus and the Little Lame Prince 
will delight your children just as 
much as they did you, and you 
have the additional fun of intro- 
ducing and sharing old friends. 
You will find tremendous pleasure 
in rereading anything chosen from 
this list, and something in which 
the whole family can join, as most 
of the tales are ageless in their ap- 


peal. 


Second, be careful to make the 
book fit the child. By that I mean 
it must be within his interest, his 
powers of understanding. A child 
may love a book quite beyond his 
age level if it lies within his special 
interest, such as trains, butterflies, 
tennis. Such a book may have to be 
read to him if it contains words far 
beyond his own reading vocabu- 
lary, but the knowledge he gains 
from it is valuable to him. On the 


other hand, do not pass up a book 
he can read himself just because 
the story seems too simple. At one 
stage, when the child is just be- 
ginning to learn to read, nothing 
delights him more than a school 
primer or anything, regardless of 
text, that he can read himself. 


Third, the illustrations. are im- 
portant. As a general rule in pick- 
ing out an old book the original 
illustrator is likely to be the best 
because the pictures fit the story as 
the author intended originally. It 
would be hard to improve on the 
original Alice in Wonderland, Uncle 
Remus, or Little Black Sambo. How- 
ever, in some cases new artists have 
illustrated old stories and still kept 
the intention of the author. In such 
cases it is a matter of personal feel- 
ing. 


Fourth, if you must consider 
price, remember that you have a 
wonderful choice for $1 in the 
Rainbow Classics (World Publish- 
ing Company), or the Thrushwood 
Books (Grosset & Dunlap); at 1, 
2, or 3 dollars in the Illustrated 
Junior Library (Grosset & Dunlap) 
depending on quality of paper, 
etc.; and $1.50 in the Macmillan 
Classics Series, which is a famous old 
list with the original illustrations. 
Choosing from these lists will limit 
you to the old favorites, but after 
all, they are the favorites. You will 
find the new titles more expensive, 
but if there is a certain book that 
you know your child really longs 
to own, apply the saying of ““Wear 
the old coat, and buy the new 
book.” Anything that will enrich 
the spirit in these troubled times is 
well worth a sacrifice. 

Some years ago I suggested a 
basic list of children’s books which 
has become known as “‘A Corner- 
stone List.” It still stands. It in- 
cludes the best books for children. 
However, some books, new a few 
years back, have earned a place on 
the basic list. So on the following 
pages I’ve brought it up to date, 
and supplemented it with the best 
of this new year’s books.

OMciiais our eyes were 


made for seeing large objects, in 
outdoor light, for short hours. 
Now we overload them with close 
work, long hours, and only one 
one-thousandth as much light. 
For a lifetime of good eyesight, 
your children need adequate light, 
eye treatment and_ correction 
when indicated, and protection 
from avoidable accidents. 
Squinting, frowning, peering 
closely, inability to see objects at 
a distance, may be signs of trouble. 
If your child learns slowly or is 
clumsy at simple, everyday tasks 
eye neglect may be the cause. 
An examination by a specialist 
will reveal any fault. If he rec- 
ommends corrective glasses, that 
is no longer cause for dismay. 
Girls admire today’s colorful, at- 
tractively shaped glasses and often 
ask to wear them, whether they 
need glasses or not. Boys are well 
aware that many of their favorite 
sports heroes and movie stars wear 
glasses in everyday life, so they 
accept casually the need for them. 
Reading in inadequate light is 
a common cause of damage to 
sight. Diffused lighting is urged

used: for reading. That is, light 
which fills the entire room—not 
just one or two spotlights in a dark 
room. The colors of your walls and 
ceiling have much to do with the 
amount of light in a room. Light- 
colored walls and ceiling will re- 
flect from four to eight times more 
light than will dark colors. 

Glare, too, should be avoided. 
It makes the pupil of the eye shrink 
and may reduce seeing ability as 
much as 80 percent. Lamp bulbs 
should be shaded so that the bulbs 

hidden from the eyes. Glare 
may be reflected from glass or other 
shiny surfaces. Furniture should be 
arranged so that such glare is not 
reflected. 


Erricrent chairs, desks, and 
lamps are important factors in 
maintaining good eyesight. Home- 
work will be prepared without 
strain if brother or sister has a work- 
table or desk with right-sized chair. 
The desk lamp should be a good 
height with a flared shade to throw 
a wide circle of light on the work. If 
your youngsters enjoy reading as a 
pastime, each child should have a 
comfortable chair which encour- 
ages good posture while reading. 
An adequate table or floor lamp 
should be provided for each read- 
ing spot. 

In the past, the general opinion 
has been that light for reading 
should always come from over the 
left shoulder. Today, opinion is 


that light for reading may come 
from either the right or left side. If 
you are writing, however, the light 
should come from the left if you are 
right-handed, from the right if you 
are left-handed. Then your hand 
will not throw a shadow on the 


paper. 


ATTENTION to all these points 
will insure ideal conditions to pro- 
tect your children’s eyesight. In ad- 
dition, parents must exercise every 
possible precaution to prevent 
accidents. 

Do not keep sharp knives and 
scissors within reach of children. 
Scissors they use for paper cutting 
should be small and blunt with 
rounded ends. Pocketknives or 
BB guns should not be permitted 
unless a young owner can be 
trusted to handle them carefully. 
Rock throwing should be strongly 
forbidden and its possible sad re- 
sults impressed on the child’s mind. 
An accident to your child or an- 
other can mean untold suffering 
and grief. 

Children cannot be depended on 
to notice whether they are sitting 
in a good light for reading or writ- 
ing. Frequently they will not men- 
tion that their eyes are bothering 
them. In the excitement of play, 
they may become heedless of warn- 
ings of danger. So the job of con- 
stant vigilance to protect that pre- 
cious eyesight is an obligation of 
parents.

Tur TEEN years ago artist Bill 
Miller of Cnicago read an article on 
iris in Better Homes G Gardens. 

Since then, Miller has continually 
lived in a world of iris. 

If you visit him at his home in 
Barrington, Illinois, like as not 
you'll find him working in his gar- 
den, wearing dungarees, looking 
not at all like the art director of 
General Outdoor Advertising and a 
many-time winner in the regional 
outdoor poster contest of the Chi- 
cago Federated Advertising Club. 

Built something like baseball’s 
Bill Dickey, Bill Miller at 51 moves 
around with the agility of a 15-year- 
old, especially among his iris. He has 
1,300 of them, plus 2,800 seedlings, 
to keep cultivated and weeded. 
Eleven months of hard work pay off 
in a single month’s bloom. 

“What fun is that?” you ask 
naively. 

“It’s a lot of fun; I’m a hybrid- 
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izer.” If he detects a puzzled look on 
your face, Bill may add, “‘Hybridiz- 
ing means crossing two flowers.” 

Bill says the fun is in the expecta- 
tion. He plants the seeds in the fall. 
Most of them are eventually dis- 
carded, but there’s always the 
chance that two or three will be out- 
standing. 

“What do you mean by ‘dis- 
carded’?”’ you ask, still a sentence or 
so behind. 

“Simply this,” Bill explains. “‘At 
the end of the season, I plow under 
the plants I don’t like, save the good 
ones. It’s the only way to create a 
superior variety. Only about 3 per- 
cent will be worth retaining for 
breeding and one-tenth of 1 percent 
for marketing.” 

Doesn’t he market the flowers, you 
wonder? Bill anticipates the question. 

““No, we just market the plants— 
the very few good ones.”

New way to cut building costs

without cutting and fitting, with- 
out repeated trial and error. 

That is it. What modular co- 
ordination does is to standardize 
the blocks we build houses with, in 
units that will fit into the over-all 
house without site-cutting. 

Quite a long time ago there was 
a man with a similarly simple idea. 
He was a maker of guns. He said 
that if he could standardize his 
parts, if he could make all triggers 
and all barrels identical to each 
other, he could eliminate trial-and- 
error fitting and produce guns 
faster and cheaper. It was a simple 
idea. But it turned manufacturing 
from a handcraft to mass produc- 
tion. 

Nobody knows when the pro- 
gram can be in full swing. It will, 
unfortunately, take time. And no- 
body knows yet how much it can 
save. But under construction at the 
University of Illinois, with $45,000 
granted by the United States De- 
partment of Commerce, are six 
guinea-pig houses being built to 
find out. 


In ESSENCE, modular co-or- 
dination can make the same savings 
over standard construction that 
brick makes over fieldstone. To 
lay up a wall of fieldstone the 
mason has to sort and break and 
size and fit. To lay brick he just 
spreads his mortar and lays away, 
for brick come pre-sized, each to 
fit the other. 

Producers’ Council began to 
work on modular co-ordination in 
1939. Now quite a few modular 
materials are already on the mar- 
ket. Wood and metal windows in 
modular sizes have been devel- 
oped, as have plasterboards and 
sheetboards. Brick, too. 

These bricks are 314 inches wide 
and 7% inches long instead of 8, 
as the old standard brick was. Lay 
them with one-half inch of mortar 
between them, and it is possible to 
lay any length of wall and come 
right up to a modular window or 
door opening without cutting a 
brick. By contrast, the old 8-inch 
brick, plus mortar, produced com- 
plicated dimensions. It was far 
from simple to lay out walls and 
openings in multiples of 814 inches. 
Rarely did openings laid out in this 
way fit available windows. 


To DEMONSTRATE the use of 
modular principles and materials, 
Producers’ Council has designed 
several houses called “‘industry- 
engineered” houses. Some are one 
story, some two. Some are rec- 
tangular, some L-shaped, some T- 
shaped. But they all are made up of 
basic units that are 16 feet wide 
and either 24 or 28 feet long. Be- 
cause these dimensions are all 
multiples of the basic 4-inch and 
4-foot modular standard, all of 
the houses can be built of standard 
modular materials delivered pre- 
cut to the site. All the workmen do 
is pick them up and nail them into 
place. 

Tho there are various advantages 
too technical to describe, there is 
one that can be readily understood. 


None of the interior partitions in 
the house bears any load, because 
the house is made up of these 16- 
foot-wide units, spanned by 2x10- 
inch joists that require no in- 
termediate girders or partitions. 
So before the partitions are in- 
stalled, the finished floor and ceil- 
ing are installed in one grand 
sweep, exterior wall to exterior 
wall. This eliminates the extensive 
cutting normally required to fit 
the floor and ceiling material into 
closets and small rooms. The 
partitions themselves are made up 
of pre-cut studs easily assembled 
on the floor and swung into place. 
Or it is possible to use one of the 
studless non-load-bearing _parti- 
tions or storage walls now on the 
market. And you can put them in 
wherever you want. 


Mobutar co-ordination brings 
to small builders’ the benefits of 
mass production heretofore pos- 
sible only in prefabrication or 
large-scale building where a pro- 
duction line is set up at the site and 
materials cut by the carload with 
power tools. Yet it is in no sense 
prefabrication. It doesn’t depend 
on new and untried materials. It 
doesn’t limit an architect in style 
or layout, except that he must co- 
ordinate the dimensions of his 
house with the dimensions of the 
standard materials. 

It should mean savings in man- 
ufacture of materials by providing 
a larger demand for standard parts 
and making possible a larger de- 
gree of mass production of these 
parts. At present, because of a lack 
of co-ordination, there are, for 
example, some 1,500 patterns of 
lock hardware, 32 thicknesses of 
**1-inch” boards, 75 dimensions of 
face brick, and 150 different 
strengths of window glass. The 
Bureau of Standards has persuaded 
the industry to get along with 72 
types of brass lavatory and sink 
traps in place of 1,114, and 1,156 
kinds of cut tacks and small cut 
nails instead of 21,200. 


Ir ALSO should mean savings in 
handling and warehousing, and at 
the dealers’ yards thru a lower in- 
ventory. It should mean a steadier 
flow of materials to the building 
site, which means fewer of those 
delays that have added hundreds of 
dollars to the cost of countless 
houses in the last two years. But 
the greatest saving will be at the 
site, where materials pre-cut and 
packaged by dealers will reduce 
cutting, fitting, and waste.

How to fix 


doors and drawers 


By R. R. Kyl 


Berore you start setting screws and planing boards, 
use a level to check one often overlooked cause for misfit 
doors and drawers: the set of your case. If your floors 
aren’t level or the case itself isn’t plumb, start treatment 


right here. 


Drive a long wedge (a shingle will do the trick) under 
the side that sits low until the case is exactly level. Some 


pieces with long legs may have 


metal glides on the 


bottom. In this event begin by removing the glides from 
high corners—you may not need a wedge. 
On the other hand, a level may tell you to look else- 


where for the trouble. 


Hinges bind? When a cabinet 
door seems all out of size and shape 
for its frame, you may suspect a 
set of guilty hinges. Swing the door 
a few times to find where the bind 
is. (Correct diagnosis is half the 
cure in any fixit case.) Resetting 
the hinge slightly right or left may 
relieve it. Or maybe the hinge 
should be set deeper or more shal- 
low. You can do this without much 
trouble by carefully chiseling a 
slightly deeper gain, or by putting 
a thin strip of cardboard or sand- 
paper between hinge and frame. 

Sometimes squeaky hinges mere- 
ly need lubricating. For this job 
use graphite, paraffin, or a hinge- 
wax stick, not oil to collect dust. 
(When the door latch needs lubri- 
cation, you may again use graph- 
ite.) 

If hinges have had to carry too 
much weight (shelves or youngsters 
swinging on the door), they may 





be sprung. Your only remedy is to 
replace them. And, unless the load 
is permanently lightened, be sure 
to get stronger ones this time. Even 
when the hinges themselves have 
survived the strain, the screws 
which anchor them may have 
worked loose and allowed the door 
to sag and bind. To reset a screw, 
cover a matchstick with glue and 
pound it into the old hole. This 
time use longer screws—larger, 
too, if the holes in your hinge will 
take them. If heavier screws are 
used, be certain the head fits flush 
with the hinges when the screw is 
set. 

It’s important to know how to 
set screws properly. In hardwood 
the anchor hole has to be larger 
than in softwood. But, since it’s 
the twist that holds the screw in 
place, the anchor hole should 
never be larger than the average 
size of the core. [ Turn to page 121

How to fix doors and drawers

Use block to brace end of drawers, or pressure of planing will collapse them 


Use a lubricant such as beeswax 
so the screw won’t break. This is a 
must for setting brass screws, and a 
good idea even for harder metals. 

You may find your hinge pulled 
out over the screw heads. That 
suggests, naturally, a screw with a 
larger head. 

Broken screws under the hinge 
are a little tougher problem. Re- 
moving the broken screw is a diffi- 
cult job if it’s broken below the sur- 
face of the wood. A light brass 
screw may be drilled out, but 
others must be by-passed. To do 
this, drill an anchor hole to one 
side of the broken metal. Set the 
new screw at an angle, then file its 
head flush so the hinge will close. 


Frame not square? Check all 
corners of both door and frame 
with a square. If the door isn’t 
true, you can cure it by planing 


(see below for directions). But if 


the frame of your case is out-of- 
square, better not tackle it. This is 
a job for an experienced cabinet- 
maker with proper tools. 


Doors too big? Blame either poor 
cabinetmaking, poor wood that has 
warped, or a too-humid climate 
that allows swelling. Whatever the 
cause, you'll have to trim the door 
down. Sanding with a flat block 
may not be strong enough medi- 
cine for a serious case. We suggest 
planing. If the door seems to drag 
at the bottom opposite the hinges, 
plane a little off the hinge stile near 
the top to tilt the door free. Like- 
wise, if the top binds, plane near 
the bottom hinge. If door seems 
too wide, plane off along the entire 
hinge stile. (Don’t forget to cut a 
deeper gain for hinges.) To plane, 
hold the door firmly in a padded 
vise or clamp, if you have one. Or 
use a wood block with V-shaped 
niche as we have (page 118). Make 
sure the door is braced solidly and 
the plane is sharp. Whenever un- 
due pressure is needed to make 
tools work, you lose control of them 
and ugly mistakes result. Paraffin 
the bed of the plane so it doesn’t 
stick to the varnish, and proceed

How (to fix doors and drawers 





Check front corners of reglued drawer with square. Angles should be identical 


slowly. Test door for size frequent- 
ly—a too-small door is little better 
than one that’s too big.. When 
planing the end of a door (or else- 
where against the grain), plane 
from both corners inward. If you 
plane from the center out, the stiles 
will splinter. 


Swollen drawers are a common 
nuisance in damp climates or 
homes without humidity control. 
To cure a mild case, rub paraffin 
on top, bottom, even sides if need- 
ed. If drawers are seriously out- 
size, tho, you'll have to plane. 
Brace the drawer firmly against a 
wood block so you won’t collapse 
the joints (page 121). Using a 
sharp plane, exert as little pressure 
as possible to operate it. If the sides 
of the drawer seem too high for an 
easy fit, do your planing on the top 
edge, lest you weaken the narrow 
projection that supports the bottom 
of the drawer. 


If your drawer hits a snag so 
that you must lift slightly to close 
it the last inch or so, try metal 
drawer glides on the frame an inch 
in from the front. For an acute 
case, reach for a scraper. (With 
repeated closings, the sides of the 
drawer have worn faster than the 
hardwood front.) Scrape the back 
of the bottom edge of the front 
board to align with the sides, and 
you'll again have a smooth-run- 
ning drawer. 


Loose joints can cause plenty of 
havoc with drawers—squeaking, 
misfits, over-all weakness. To fix, 
carefully take out any nails and 
clean the joints. Then reglue with 
a good furniture glue, and secure 
with larger nails. When reassem- 
bled, the drawer should set level on 
a flat surface. Better try the corners 
with a square before the glue sets. 
Unless both sides meet the front at 
exactly the same angle, your 
drawer and its frame won’t see eye 
to eye. If the drawer runs on a 
guide, the guide may have come 
loose. To anchor it, put in screws 
and try the drawer before actually 
applying glue. 


Drawer pulls have a habit of get- 
ting lost, broken, or just plain out 
of date. If your drawer has pulls 
applied with bolts thru a single 
hole, your job is easy. Simply 
choose another set of bolt-type 
pulls. 

If pulls have been attached with 
screws, take an old pull along 
when you shop for new ones. Since 
spacing and general style of these 
fixtures is somewhat standardized, 
you may be able to save yourself 
some troublesome refinishing. 
When using old screw holes, glue 
in slivers of wood or matchsticks 
before your reset screws. You can’t 
get pulls that duplicate the spacing 
of screws? Fill the old holes with 
stick shellac to match the finish 
before putting on new pulls.

roof is strong enough to hold any 
climate’s snow. 

Inside, too, it is economical. It 
wastes no space in stairs; it uses 
only 48 square feet in hall. And 
the underside of the roof is the 
ceiling in the living room; insu- 
lation is laid above the rafters 
and the rafters left exposed on the 
inside. This costs less, is decorative, 
and makes the room more airy and 
cool in summer. 

Manysuburban American houses 
have a basic fault: Either the living 
and dining rooms face the street 
and have to be heavily screened by 
shrubbery for privacy, or if they 
face the garden in the rear, then 
the bedrooms are forward and ex- 
posed to the noise and curious eyes 
of people in the street. But in this 
house the kitchen faces the street, 
with one of its windows set so you 
can see who is at the door. The 
living room—with only one win-

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Migraine-— 


it’s all in your head 


It won’t lessen the pain to know that you’re prob- 
ably above average in intelligence. But it will help 


if you’re smart enough to calm down, take it easy

) attendant carefully replaced the gas tank cap, 
dusted desert sand from the back window, wiped his 
hands on an oily rag and repeated, ‘“‘Yes, I’m a Harvard 
law graduate. Could be making a lot of dough in New 
York. But I just couldn’t take it.” 

He walked around the front of the car to check the 
water. “Don’t have much business here. Traffic over 
this desert is rather slim. But I’m taking it easy and 
haven’t had a headache since I settled here.” 

Migraine, frequently called ‘“‘the disease of the alert 
mind” had disabled another highly intelligent and 
gifted person who could do so much for his family and the 
world. 

But, unlike so many migraine sufferers, this man had 
learned early the secret of combating those painful, 
throbbing headaches so frequently followed by nausea 
and utter misery. Dr. Walter C. Alvarez, a senior con- 
sultant in medicine at the Mayo Clinic, has this to say 
about the only known cure for migraine: “The best way 
in which to get rid of migraine is to solve life’s problems 
and to learn to live calmly and peacefully, free from con- 
flict with self and others.”’ 

The typical attack of migraine begins with quick 
“flashes”? and a darkening of the visual field. This is 
followed in about 20 minutes by a throbbing headache, 
nausea, complete misery, and perhaps vomiting. An at- 
tack may last for hours or several days. 


Or COURSE, not all attacks are typical. Sometimes 
the flashes are missing. Occasionally, the headache is so 
slight that it is hardly noticed. And many times the 
nausea and vomiting never develop. 

With such a variety of symptoms, migraine has always 
puzzled doctors. Even today the nausea and abdominal 
discomfort are frequently misinterpreted as an intestinal 
or abdominal disturbance requiring an operation. 
Patients encourage this kind of thinking because they 
want action. They are desperately seeking relief. An 
operation is real. It is something they can see and believe 
in. Advice on how to live, on the other hand, seems vague 
and uncertain. 

Everybody tells them to “get more rest” or “take it 
easy,” so these words from a doctor merely echo what 
they hear every day. 

But after 40 years of work with the sick, Doctor 
Alvarez reports, “‘I have never seen migraine cured by 
any type of operation.”

A NEW YORK CITY apart- 
ment dweller, Mr. F.A.M., pro- 
tests against our advocating ample 
exercise for all dogs. Says Mr. M.: 
‘“‘Listen—you are always going 
on about the wonderful value of 
exercise, sun, and fresh air. But I 
live on the fourth floor, and it’s 
one tough job to run up and down 
stairs and then walk my English 
Setter for blocks so that he’ll get 
fresh air and exercise. If you can 
prevail on my grasping landlord 
to install an elevator, well and 
good. Otherwise, please write me 
some solution to a problem that is 
getting me down—and how!” 
Well, Mr. M., said we, you city 
apartment dwellers shouldn’t go in 
for large dogs. Small breeds are 
better for you. These can get a 
good 90 percent of their exercise 
right in your living room—with 
ordinary play, retrieving a ball, 
etc. But don’t try it with an Eng- 
lish Setter, a St. Bernard, a Great 
Dane, or a Guernsey cow, else 
you'll wind up with overturned 
tables, broken lamps, ripped cur-

Instead, make it a game. Your dog 
can be a great walking partner, a 
hale companion on the concrete 
beat, if you’ll be cheerful about it 
and give him the chance. But, best 
of all, you’ll be limbering up your 
own bones and stretching those 
dormant muscles. The whole thing 
will make you feel better, live 
longer. Benefits will be spread all 
round. What we said still goes. 
Walking a dog is about the best 
exercise in the book. 

We've had quite a flock of let- 
ters lately from folks who have ac- 
quired new puppies and are wor- 
ried about worms. 

Such a letter comes from Mrs. 
H. G. H., of New York: 

“TI have a puppy 8 weeks old. 
How many times shall I worm him 
—and when—before he’s a year 
old?” 


Ix THE first place, worming a 
puppy at anything under 3 months 
of age is precarious business. If 
there’s evidence of a heavy infesta- 
tion of roundworms (which look 
exactly like common earthworms, 
only they’re a light pink or a dirty 
yellow) in a pup, consult your vet- 
erinarian. Your pup will either 
cough up a few or evacuate them 
them in its stool. Only in rare 
cases will tapeworm or hookworms 
be found in a very young puppy. 

But these frantic wormers think 
dogs should be wormed as a matter

of course, just on general principles, 
whether or not there is actual evi- 
dence of worms. This is a decided 
error, besides threatening the well- 
being of the dogs. In the first place, 
practically all worm medicine is 
rough on the dog as well as the 
worms. Any veterinarian will bear 
this out. A dog should never be 
wormed unless the signs are posi- 
tive. 

Then there are dog owners who 
blame everything on worms. If the 
dog’s appetite lags, it’s worms! If 
he misses a bowel movement, it’s 
worms! If he scratches his ear, acts 
sleepy, or recoils from a_ harsh 
word—blame those ‘‘consarned”’ 
worms! As a matter of fact, most 
dogs haven’t got worms, don’t need 
worming. Don’t get us wrong, tho. 
We don’t say worms are harmless. 
Far from it. Get them out—but 
don’t go off the deep end in the 
process. Be sure it’s done right. 
And remember this: About the 
most lethal advice you can receive 
goes like this: ““A dog should be 
wormed every month until he’s a 
year old.” 

Mrs, W. G. F., of Louisiana, 
writes that she is alarmed about 
her dog growling at children: 

“My 2-year male Cocker ex- 
hibits a very ugly disposition at 
times toward our two little boys. 
Especially is this true when the dog 
is gnawing a bone or when the boys 
tease him a little.”

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Well, we wrote, dogs are more 
intelligent and far better discipli- 
narians in their own right than 
most people think. Personally, we 
attach no importance to a dog’s 
growling or even snapping at 
worrisome children. Dogs take it 
on themselves, at certain times, to 
put a child in his place—for the 
good of all concerned, especially 
the child. As for actually biting or 
harming a child, such a dog simply 
will not do it. The dog’s perspec- 
tives are clear—and he knows his 
own limitations. He’ll do his ut- 
most up to a certain point. Beyond 
this, he’ll manage to keep away 
from children who insist on teasing 
him to distraction. As for the 
growling at mealtime—please, 
Mrs. F., grant your dog full 
privacy during this ritual. His re- 
sentment at mealtime interference 
is bred deeply in the dog, from 
days he ran with the wild pack and 
fought to get his share of the kill. 
Let your dog have his dinner un- 
disturbed. 





Tren, a lady writes us a pardon- 
able challenge—Mrs. C. F. G., of 
Kentucky: 

“You say a dog shouldn’t be 
clipped, that it exposes him to in- 
sects and parasites, sunburn, dis- 
comfort, etc. Yet, specifications 
for. certain breeds of show dogs de- 
mand that they be clipped for the 
show ring. How about it?” 

Well, we answered, there’s a big 
difference between clipping and 
plucking. The first is the practice of 


shearing the hair down to the skin 
so that the poor dog looks and feels 
like a peeled rabbit (in the belief 
this induces hot-weather comfort). 
But plucking is a horse of a differ- 
ent color. It’s necessary in most all 
the Terrier breeds and among the 
Poodles, in order to bring out 
their best points for shows. In fact, 
trimming and plucking of a lim- 
ited nature is called for in exhibit- 
ing Setters and Spaniels. But this is 
only the removal of excess hair in 
certain regions. By no means does 
it entail shearing the dog to his 
bare skin. 

Mrs. O. C. C., of Syracuse, New 
York, poses a tough question, tho 
not an unusual one. She asks: 

“How can I keep my dog from 
running off? He always comes 
home late in the day, but [’m 
afraid he’ll get run over, poisoned, 
or stolen.” 


THere is no magic formula to 
cure this bad habit. If a dog finds 
pleasure elsewhere, he’ll go. This 
develops_a habit—and a deg is a 
slave to his habits. The only cure 
takes time. Confine him or tie him 
up. Gradually, the thought of run- 
ning off vanishes from his mind. 
But it may take many weeks. In 
the meantime, Mrs. C., pay atten- 
tion to your pet. Play with him. 
Teach him tricks. Make his home 
life interesting and _ enjoyable. 
Soon he’ll forget about pleasures 
found elsewhere.

A BUILDING materials go, structural glass is still a babe-in- 
arms. You probably remember the first time you saw it, giving a 
modernistic touch to a new theater or night club. 

Today, home builders are finding that structural glass fills a 
need no other material can touch—the need for letting in day- 
light without letting in the curious world. 

Structural glass comes in many forms. You can buy glass blocks 
in three sizes, a dozen or more patterns. You can enclose a room 
with a thin glass partition that doesn’t shut off light. You can 
cover walls with colored glass that is easy to clean. 

Structural glass can support no weight but its own. That is the 
only thing that limits its use. It never wears out. It is strong enough 
so it rarely needs replacement. It comes in a variety of handsome 
colors and textures. It is adaptable to almost any budget. 

But be careful how you use it. If you don’t need light and priva- 
cy, some more conventional material might serve you better. 


Glass Blocks 


es blocks are made by shaping two half-blocks from mol- 
ten glass, then fusing them together at a high temperature. The 
result is a hollow unit containing a partial vacuum. This vacuum 
reduces heat loss 55 percent more than ordinary window glass. It 
also stops noise, and, since blocks are set in mortar, no dust enters 

Most blocks are 4 inches thick.'They come in squares 6x6, 8x8, 
and 12x12, or rounded for corners. There are many patterns. 
Some are lined, some wavy, some waffled, and some scalloped.

Tue Cobweb sempervivums nev- 


er need to beat a drum. Visitors of 


all ages stop instantly when they 
catch sight of these small green 
globes and their perfectly woven 
webs. 

How are these filmy threads 
strung from one leaf tip to the next? 
No one really knows. The centers 
of the small plants are fuzzy white 
in the spring. As the rosettes ex- 
pand, the cobwebs stretch, too, and 
always in perfect pattern. By late 
summer many of the gossamer 
threads disappear as if worn by 
wind and rain. 

Sempervivums, the name means 
always living, make up one of our 
most fascinating plant families. 


There are dozens of kinds, each 
distinguishable by its color, shape, 
arrangement of leaves, and surface 
—shiny or velvety. Some varieties 
stretch to 6 inches and over. Some 
others at full size never exceed half 
an inch. The Cobweb sempervi- 
vum rarely grows to more than an 
inch and a half. 

New plants of the Cobweb sem- 
pervivum, S. Arachnoideum, are held 
by cordlike tethers thru their first 
year. This contributes to the ball- 
fringe look of colonies. 

The rose-colored, daisy-shaped 
flowers are hoisted in clusters on 
stout furry stems. And they, too, 
bring a laugh for the way they re- 
semble garden-umbrellas.

To GET an expert’s opinion on 
the toys children like, I asked a 
man who sells them. Handling 
toys the year round, he knows from 
experience what toy shoppers buy, 
and whether their purchases are 
suitable. He told me that parents 
and relatives, as a rule, overesti- 
mate a child’s ability by about two 
years—sometimes much more. 

Aunt Paula buys a fine doll for 
3-year-old Susie. Because it’s so 
lovely, Susie isn’t allowed to drag 
dolly by the leg or whack it on the 
floor. As a result, she loses interest 
in her toy and the word goes out, 
“Susie doesn’t seem to care for 
dolls.”” Susie at 8 or 9 would have 
loved the doll and cherished it. 
But not at 3. An inexpensive, soft 
doll that could be hugged or bat- 
tered would have been best. 

A fine baseball outfit of cap, 
mitt, ball, and bat won’t mean 
much to a boy until he is old 
enough to understand baseball. 
But a cowboy suit? Oh, man! A 
4-year-old knows what that’s for. 
Why this youthful wisdom about 
the more remote cowboys? Prob- 
ably because the movies he sees 
are mostly ‘“‘westerns,” and _ his 
favorite radio characters are riders 
of the purple sage. 

Perfection in a toy is wasted on 
the small child. To a 3-year-old, a 
pan is a pan and a dish is a dish 
(it had better be unbreakable), 
where the exquisite miniatures of 
mother’s aluminum cooking uten- 
sils or company-best china would

be a bigger thrill for an older girl. 

I suspect the reason we buy 
toys that are too advanced is that 
we enjoy working the gadgets our- 
selves. I know, for as I went thru 
the toy display, I had to go back to 
turn the crank on a miniature 
sand-loader . . . seeing it demon- 
strated wasn’t enough. 


Tue things we wanted most 
when we were 3 years old, or 5, or 
8, are still favorites. They may be 
streamlined and with new features 
added, but the recreational wants 
of the up-and-coming generation 
are basically the same as they have 
been for years past. At 3, a tri- 
cycle gets an almost unanimous 
vote from both sexes. At 5, a doll 
and buggy are feminine “musts.” 
At 8, boys and girls again agree on 
a mutual dream—a_ two-wheel 
bike. 

The trike and the bike will make 
quite a dent in your toy budget. 
They pay off, however, in the long- 
time pleasure they give and in the 
resultant development of the child’s 
important “‘long’’ muscles. 

Boys and girls love to make-be- 
lieve with a toy; they like it to 
imitate grownups’ possessions; 
and most of all, they want a toy to 
do something. 

Many of the toys appearing on 
the market this season fill all three 
requirements.

It’s much easier to teach a 
baby the proper way to eat 
than it is to correct bad 


habits coming in later years 
By Lydia Dolman Davis 


oe spent in teaching good 
table manners will seem unim- 
portant in comparison with the 
returns—happy mealtimes, im- 
proved eating habits, and les- 
sened work. Early lessons should 
be given preferably by one 
person only and where there 
are no distractions such as 
visitors or a playful puppy. 

Introduction to the cup 
should come early in infancy— 
for a sip or two of milk, orange 
juice, and water. Then baby 
will be accustomed to a cup 
when the time comes to wean 
from the breast or discard the 
bottle. He will nibble and suck 
the edge at first. You will have 
to hold the cup but in no time 
he’ll be trying to help. At 15 
or 16 months, he will hold a 
small, unbreakable cup by him- 
self. 

A thick bib, long enough to 
go 6 or 8 inches under the dish 
on the high-chair tray, will 
catch crumbs and _ splashes. 
Newspapers or oilcloth under 
the chair will protect your 
clean floor. 

When the baby grasps at the 
spoon, that is your opportunity 
to show him how to hold it 
properly. Get him a baby spoon 
with a flat handle. The type 
with the handle in a loop can 
never be held correctly. Place 
the spoon in his hand, with the 
thumb on top of the handle. Do 
this at the beginning of the 
meal, and show him how to 
push to get food on the spoon. 

Adish with high sides is a great 
help. You will have to help him 
hold it and guide the food to 
his mouth for some time to 
come.

will tire quickly; you'll probably finish by spooning the 
food into his mouth yourself. At the next meal have him 
hold spoon the same way, always seeing that his thumb is 
on top of the handle. Gradually lengthen the time he uses 
the spoon. Don’t try to force him to learn when his in- 
terest lags. 

A child can use the fork for drier parts of meals at 2, 
and a knife for spreading at 3. He won’t be able to 
cut meat until 6 or older, when he should be taught the 
proper way to hold knife and fork for cutting. 

After the high-chair age, a table and chair to fit the 
child’s size should be provided. The height of both 
should be adjusted as he grows. A youngster cannot eat 
neatly if he is not comfortable. When he is allowed to sit 
at the family table, a firm cushion on an adult chair will 
make the right height. Don’t forget a rest for his feet, be- 
cause the strain of feet that dangle will tire him all over. 

I found that a piece of dry bread or toast at the begin- 
ning of a meal kept a small child busy and happy while the 
rest of the food was served. A small piece of this bread also 
made a good pusher to aid in getting food on the fork. 


REGULATING the amount of food on the plate is es- 
sential. Even an adult will lag over a too-full plate. Don’t 
be surprised if your youngster messes about with his food 
when you give him too much. If that starts, it is time to 
remove his meal. 

The old way of table politeness required that the hand 
not used be held on the lap. We found that this did not 
work during the early years, since the tendency was to 
scratch legs or to fiddle with clothing. In addition, the 
shoulder on that side would droop. We made a rule that 
the free hand was to rest on the table by the plate—not 
the arm, just the hand. This kept the spine straight. The 
children were also taught to sit up straight, and yet to 
lean forward slightly as they ate, so that any drippings 
fell back into the dish. 

When children become 4 and 5 years old, the joy of

go, they argue; they have always 
occurred; they always die out. 
Why get so worried? 

I suspect that many a decent 
German burgher, hearing tales of 
Nazi gangs, likewise shrugged off 
the implications of uncurbed racial 
and religious persecution. 

Hate is a more militant force than 
brotherhood. Its missionaries are persist- 
ent. There are a lot of them. 

The greatest single danger to 
American unity and _ internal 
peace is the chance that a dynamic 
leader may unite the multitude of 
hate groups. Imagine a Huey Long 
dangling, not an empty “Share the 
Wealth,” but a bait of ‘America 
for White Protestant Americans.” 

There are many such outfits 
waiting for such a fuehrer. The 
Columbians may be silenced tem- 
porarily, but the spirit which pro- 
duced these young brown shirts in 
Georgia isn’t dead. The Ku Klux 
Klan is very much alive, as are 
the Free White Americans, Inc., 
the United Sons of Dixie, the 
Christian Front, and many others. 


Tey will become stronger if a 
new wave of unemployment turns 
dejected, vengeful men into the 
streets. There is no denying the 
manifold appeal of hate organiza- 
tions. From a _ tragically deep- 
rooted distrust of the nonidentical 
or nonconforming, they build in 
many directions. Above every- 
thing, they create a scapegoat for 
social, economic, and political ills. 
At the same time they start the old 
lies about the Jew, the Negro, the 
Catholic, the Oriental, the new- 
comer. By ritualistic flimflam, they 
give a sense of importance to the 
frustrated, appeal to childish love 
of secrecy, counteract inferiorities. 

Never doubt they have converts 
in your own town. For on every 
main street and every side street in 
America are the sadists, the neu- 
rotics, the failures, the religious or 
racial fanatics, the embittered, the 
opportunists, and, above all, the 
ignorant; all of them putty in the 
hands of the hate salesmen. 

And there are others. You hear 
them at cocktail parties and sew- 
ing circles, receptions and lodge 
meetings, on club cars, and at 
poker parties. They tell anti- 
Semitic jokes, warn that the 
country is being taken over by 
refugees. They relate the con- 
spiracies of cooks and yard boys. 
They predict wholesale intermar- 
riage if Negroes are accorded first- 
class citizenship—or even com- 
mon decency. Altho they may not 
realize it, they are to the Klansman 


mongers 


flogger what the suave Nazi dip- 
lomat was to the storm trooper. 
And, tho they’re only amateurs, 
they share the vocabulary of the 
professionals. “Nigger” and 
“kike”’; “jig,” ‘“‘fisheater,” and 
“hunky”; “Chink” and ‘“‘damn 


Jap” and ‘“‘Guineas”’; ‘“‘Spics”’ and 


“greasers’” and ‘“Dagos,”’ splatter 
forth on their listeners. And, of 
course, the all-inclusive ‘‘Reds,”’ 
directed at anyone with whom they 
disagree. Not all use these terms 
with deliberate malice, but their 
presence in the vocabulary of even 
the well-meaning shows how wide- 
spread is racial and religious bias. 

So what to do about it? 

Pass a law? I am sick of reliance 
on this panacea. Laws against 
violent, unconstitutional expres- 
sions of intolerance are necessary. 
We already have them. But if we 
expect that laws can wipe out 
intolerance itself, we’re indulging 
in wishful thinking. 

Only one law can do the job. 
It can be invoked most effectively, 
not inWashington, butin your town 
and thousands like it. It is based 
upon man’s right to self-respect, 
man’s brotherhood, and man’s 
responsibility for his brothers. It is 
sometimes called the Golden Rule. 

And, at the start, we must real- 
ize the impossibility of silencing the 
hate monger. He has thrived in 
every land and age since the cave 
man objected to the color of his 
neighbor’s beard. 


Tue immediate objective is not 
to silence, but to.reduce the hate 
monger as nearly to impotence as 
possible, and to fight back. 

Your most frequent opportunity 
for counterattack comes as an in- 
dividual. It’s surprising how fre- 
quently a straightforward ‘‘that 
just isn’t so” will shut up the 
rumor-spreader. I know a woman, 
impeccably “100 percent Amer- 
ican,” who has an effective way of 
changing the subject from race and 
religion - baiting to something 
cleaner. At the first comment, she 
says, with no apparent malice, 
“You know, I used to feel that way, 
but I changed when I found out 
that the people on that side were 
the most uninformed I know— 
almost illiterate sometimes.” 

Like most Americans, you prob- 
ably belong to a fraternal order, a 
church, a veterans’ organization, a 
civic club, or something else. Too 
often such gatherings provide out- 
lets for the hate monger boring 
from within. If you are not awake, 
he may take your organization

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over. You may be tempted to re- 
sign in disgust or despair. But it 
seems to me that usually the most 
sensible thing to do is to stick it 
out, no matter how strongly en- 
trenched the intolerant may be, 
speak out against him, and invoke 
those bylaws or precepts which 
offer lip service, at least, to tol- 
erance. 


Ir SOUNDS obvious to point to 
the home, the school, the church, 
the press, and the political arena. 
But unless we can count on these, 
the concept of democracy as rest- 
ing on such bases is false. 

I have three sons, two of whom 
have begun to ask about Jews and 
Negroes and Catholics and Chi- 
nese. They want answers to what 
some of their playmates have told 
them at school. Any parent knows 
the temptation to dismiss a child’s 
“Why?” as briefly as possible. But 
in our home we answer these ques- 
tions fully, so that our boys may 
have the truth to cushion the im- 
pact of hate. 

And what of the schools? If they 
were to teach the contributions 
which every race has made to 
civilization, and to America, stu- 
dents would graduate with few 
prejudices. Nothing would be 
more constructive, for example, 
than the teaching of the story of 
the Negro in America in the white 
public schools of the South. 

But there is no immediate pros- 
pect of such instruction where it 
is most needed. Even so, it is not 
impossible to get somewhere in 
our own communities. Not long 
ago I attended a performance by 
sixth-graders—including my own 
gangling 11-year-old—of the dra- 
matic adaptation of Caddie Wood- 
lawn, Carolyn Brink’s splendid 
book for children. It is a plea for 
tolerance that few youngsters can 
miss, and the lesson wasn’t lost on 
the parents. I have participated in 
parent-teacher programs which 
used, however gingerly, the same 
theme. There should be more of 
these plays and programs in every 
school. Nazi Germany’s schools 
did an efficient job of indoctrinat- 
ing youth with hate. If the United 
States is the moral opposite of the 
totalitarian state, we should real- 
ize the moral law underlying de- 
mocracy is as basic as the three R’s. 


Mosr churchesare already in the 
fight against hate. Younger clergy- 
men and many older ones are 
placing more and more emphasis 
upon the brotherhood of man and 
are not afraid to answer the hate 
mongers. 

The churches are made-to- 
order forums for attacking the 
racial bigotry which, more than 
anything else, makes the yellow 
and brown and black peoples of 
the world suspicious of democracy. 
There is equally good precedent 
in the Hebraic commandment, 
“Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness against thy neighbor,” and 
in Christ’s, ““Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” 

There is another forum, another

weapon—America’s 13,000 news- 
papers and magazines. Most pub- 
lishers are willing to fight against 
intolerance, if only in self-protec- 
tion. It is but a short step from in- 
tolerance of race to intolerance of 
free speech and free press. A vigor- 
ous editorial program against 
prejudice should include a willing- 
ness to expose hate groups at local 
points of infection. 


E@QuatLy important is news 
emphasizing ability, heroism, gen- 
erosity, and civic-mindedness of 
Americans of all origins. We have 
found many such examples in 
Greenville, and I try to make the 
most of them: a Negro contribu- 
tion which put the Community 
Fund over the top; a white man 
entering a burning shack to save a 
bedridden Negro woman; an un- 
asked participation by Protestants 
and Catholics in the United Jewish 
Appeal drive; a Jewish citizen’s 
long record as philanthropist and 
civic leader. 

Such stories are far more effec- 
tive than generalized editorials. If 
your paper isn’t printing them, or 
is aloof to the problems of local 
prejudice, try talking to the editor 
or writing him a letter. It will work 
more often than you suppose. 


Anp finally, you have a public 
weapon of your own—the ballot. 
In my own part of the country, 
Senator Bilbo, Representative Ran- 
kin, and the late Governor-elect 
Gene Talmadge of Georgia and his 
son have demonstrated that big- 
otry is a powerful campaign plank, 
even a platform by itself. In New 
York Representatives Marcanto- 
nio and Powell, aiming at other 
targets, have been equally success- 
ful. 

The man who today whispers a 
campaign to gain a minor political 
job may be tomorrow’s demagog 
seeking state or national office. The 
only person who can lick him is 
you, thru your votes, your protest- 
ing voice. If you make an office- 
seeker’s tolerance, or lack of it, a 
principal test of his fitness, and 
back up your opinion with activity 
for or against him, you can make 
bigotry a political liability instead 
of an asset. 

I am aware that I have offered 
no cure-all, no precise program for 
stopping the hate mongers. I doubt 
that a program which will work 
everywhere exists. But I am re- 
minded of what a great Southerner 
and great American, the late Wil- 
liam Alexander Percy, of Green- 
ville, said to me a few months after 
I had opened a competing news- 
paper in his town, which is now 
my home: 

“You can’t do anything on the 
grand scale. But you can work for 
your own people in your own town. 
It isn’t national leaders we need so 
much as men of good will in each 
of the little towns of America. Try 
to keep Greenville a decent place 
by being a correct citizen yourself. 
The total of all the Greenvilles can 
make the kind of country we want 
or don’t want.”

migraine by any amount of search- 
ing thru the body. The cause is a 
hereditary peculiarity of the brain. 
It is ‘built into’ the brain and can- 
not be altered by operations.” 

Mot patients would profit much 
more from seeing a psychiatrist, 
interested in the problems of the 
sane, than from surgical “dpera- 
tions. They must learn to recognize 
that they will probably always 
have the tendency to the disease, 
that searching for a complete cure 
is futile. 

An attack is a sort of “‘storm” 
that takes place in an overly sensi- 
tive brain. Almost anything un- 
usual can serve as a trigger to 
spring the trap and bring on a 
spell. A party, a trip, an accident, 
a bad night’s sleep, or worry can 
start an attack. 


For example, a woman received 
a long distance call from Cincin- 
nati. Before the connections could 
be made she imagined all kinds of 
horrible accidents that might have 
befallen her daughter, who lived 
in that city. She became nervous. 
Beads of perspiration stood out on 
her forehead. Her heart began to 
pound. The call proved to be a 
business call for her husband. But 
the excitement of those few mo- 
ments brought on an attack of 
migraine. 

Altho migraine is not primarily 
an allergic disease, the reaction to 
an allergy may serve to trigger an 


attack. The allergy, then, is not the 
cause of migraine, but one of a 
number of things that can make 
migraine active. 

Most of the sufferers seeking 
medical help are women. While 
men normally get only the head- 
ache and are able to carry on, 
women tend to have a complete at- 
tack with all the related misery. 


Tu ESE migrainous women usual- 
ly have a distinct temperament 
that is peculiar to the disease. 
Doctor Alvarez has observed that, 
**They are more alike than sisters, 
and their troubles are due to their 
unusual sensitivity, their nervous 
tension, and their easy fatigabil- 
ity.” 

“They are usually above aver- 
age in intelligence and _ social 
charm. They are tense, quick in 
thought and movement, and ideal- 
istic. They like to get things done 
fast and just so. They are perfec- 
tionists. Most are hypersensitive 
to sound, lights, and smells, and 
this brings them much suffering.

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As a result of this temperament 
many migrainous) women have 
marital troubles or fail to marry. 
They tend to be such perfectionists 
that only a door-mat type of 
husband, or one who is extremely 
kind and considerate, can tolerate 
their fussiness. They are frail and 
fatigue easily, can stand little 
social life. Yet most husbands seem 
to be content. As one expressed it, 
“I’m satisfied. ’d rather be mar- 
ried to a frail, sickly little woman 
who, when well, is a keen, delight- 
ful, and charming person, than to 
a strong, always healthy woman 
with no distinction or charm.” 

Doctor Alvarez points out, 
“Many of these women can help 
themselves greatly by avoiding 
conflicts and emotional storms, by 
being less fussy housekeepers, by 
getting a nap every day, by going 
to bed earlier, and by cutting 
down, at least for a time, on a lot 
of unnecessary activities outside 
the home.” 

For the husbands he suggests, 
“In many cases the husband could 
almost cure his wife by giving up 
activities such as gambling, drink- 
ing, or “chasing,” which keep her 
upset, or by making life happier 
and easier for her in other ways.” 


On THE other hand, an unhappy 
married life and thoughts of di- 
vorce are sometimes the exciting 
cause of an attack. Doctor Alvarez, 
in describing his handling of these 
troubles, says, “In some of these 
cases I almost cure the disease by 
getting the woman to see clearly 


that she isn’t tough enough or 
heartless enough, or unkind enough 
to get a divorce. Then when she 
stops thinking about it, she stops 
having headaches and gets as well 
as she can ever be,”’ 

No drug is known that will 
safely prevent migraine attacks. 
Only proper mental hygiene can 
do that. But once the attack has 
begun there are two drugs that will 
usually stop it. Intramuscular in- 
jections of gynergen or a similar 
drug labeled DHE45 are effective 
in relieving an attack if given as 
soon as it begins. A patient who 
has frequent attacks must be 
trained to treat himself with these 
drugs since they may occur at any 
time, as at night when it is hard to 
get a doctor. 

Better than drugs and far more 
effective than operations is the 
simple formula that has grown out 
of the experience of Doctor Alvarez, 
**The best way in which to avoid 
migraine is to live quietly and 
peacefully and sanely.”

9. Placing insulating tape over 
cracks around loose windows and 
between baseboard and floor will 
save fuel and add to your comfort. 

10. If you have a room or part 
of a room that’s hard to heat, put 
a piece of aluminum foil behind 
the radiators. This will reflect 
the heat out into the room in- 
stead of wasting it on the wall. 
Then set a small electric fan on the 
floor about 4 feet from the radia- 
tor. This will circulate the reflected 
heat into all parts of the room. 


11. To get better insulating ef- 
ficiency out of your rugs, spread 
several layers of newspaper under 
them. Floors are likely to be cold 
when the heater isn’t on contin- 
ually. 

12. Don’t turn up the thermostat 
when you have guests. Give them a 
choice of sweaters and jackets to 
put on. Anyway, the more guests 
you have the warmer the room is 
likely to be. 


13. Never dry wet clothes on 
radiators.

heavy coat, and rushes out the 
door. All up and down the street, 
neighbors are emerging from their 
houses when Williams pops forth.

Williams locks the door so he 
won't be disturbed, takes off his 
coat, and pulls an empty cigarette 
package from his pocket. He stands 
near the window and tosses the 
package at a wastebasket beyond 
the desk. 

“If the package goes right in, on 
the first try, I figure it’s going to 
be a good day,” he says. “If it 
doesn’t, then I figure I’ve got to 
buckle down and work harder than 
usual.” 

Williams usually begins by mak- 
ing rough sketches in pencil, 


changing details as he goes along, 
eliminating a line here, adding one 
there. When he considers a rough 
sketch satisfactory, he does the 
drawing in pen and ink, and puts it 
aside. If he gets stuck and can’t 
finish a sketch, he paces the room 
or goes to the window and watches

sharp separation between their 
home lives and their working lives, 
and using their comfortable sub- 
urban homes as places of refuge 
from the problems of the world. 

Williams believes von Rhode is 
right and that suburbanites do 
tend to form sealed communities 
in attempts to shut out realities. 

“We flee to the 5:15 and hurry 
to our fine homes,” he says. ““We 
leave the ugly city behind, and we 
say it’s not our responsibility that 
blight spreads thru the city, cor- 
rupt politicians rule, and crime 
and epidemics appear. It’s a 
shame, because suburbanites are 
usually capable and _ successful 
people, who could make vital con- 
tributions toward the solutions of 
the problems our cities and our 
civilization must face.” 

So he protests, in the sketches 
accompanying von Rhode’s article, 
against the reluctance of suburb- 
anites to accept new neighbors and 
against their tendency to worship 
conformity. One sketch shows a 
group of neighbors staring with 
dismay at a moving van which is 
unloading the furniture of a new 
family. Another shows a row of 
men on a station platform, waiting 
for a morning train. All the men 
look exactly alike, and all are 
carrying identical brief cases. 

Williams protests that really he 
doesn’t like living in comfortable 
Suburbia. He still says that he 
wants to get into the deep country, 


farther away from the city. In the 
summers he goes to an isolated 
spot in Maine, and until a few 
years ago he spent weeks sailing in 
the sun, fishing, and sketching. 
But every year he returns to his 
house on Sylvan Avenue in New- 
ton, and something has always 
stopped him from pulling up his 
suburban roots. 

“Someday I'll get away,” he 
sighs—like thousands of other sub- 
urbanites who have a yearning to 
get into the real countryside. 
Meanwhile, he goes on observing, 
liking, and gently ribbing.

“Beauty is only a small part of a 
good iris,” Bill continues. “Color, 
form, stem, plant, fragrance, hardi- 
ness—all are factors.”

Iris growers are a clannish cult. 
They have their own society, their 
own magazine, and almost their 
own language—their own heroes, 
too, like William Mohr of Mount 
Eden, California, who developed 
the famous iris which bears his 
name. 

When Miller isn’t hybridizing 
iris, he’s drawing them in full color. 
His pastels are exquisite and much 


in demand. Other than his interest 
in creating a better iris, he raises 
them because they are his favorite 
subject for drawing. 

In the late twenties, Miller was an 
artist on the Chicago Tribune. He was 
raising tulips, and it took seven 
years for the seedling to take flower. 
Miller was not that patient, so he 
transferred his allegiance to iris, 
where the wait is only two years. He 
acquired 40 sprawling acres in Bar- 
rington, where the soil and other 
factors were ideal for iris. 

Lloyds of London would probably 
lay 100 to 1 that hybridizing iris 
will always be Bill Miller’s hobby, 
that Mrs. Miller will always lend a 
helping hand, that Bill will always 
take his vacation the first week in 
June so that it coincides with the 
iris season, and that his main ambi- 
tion in life will be to create a bright 
orange or a _ vermillion red—a 
superior iris, currently nonexistent. 

His enthusiasm has been trans- 
ferred to daughter Marolyn who is 
following her father’s hobby in 
Portland, Oregon. His son, Chuck, 
gives no indication of becoming an 
iris hybridizer, but he may do even 
better as an artist. Only 24, Chuck 
is a top-flight illustrator. He sus- 
pects, tho, that father had something 
to do with his choice of a wife. 
Several years ago, Chuck married 
Miss Iris Berger.

Ate self to death 


The papers said Charlie Jackson died of heart disease. 
It would not have been polite to say he ate himself to 
death. Not polite, but maybe more accurate. Charlie’s 
doctor tried to put him on a diet. Charlie said, “I don’t 
eat any more than anybody else. When my time comes, 
I’ll go.”’ Charlie went at 212 pounds, when he was 47. 

With Charlie, as with most people, getting fat was an 
insidious process, and so pleasant—a little pot at 35, a 
little letting out of the vest now and then—well, if he 
was obese at 40, that was the way God meant him to be. 

But it wasn’t. Overeating, in fat people or lean, means 
excess wastes to be eliminated, and both the kidneys and 
groaning stomach belabor the heart for blood. The excess 
fat that is deposited, too, overloads the heart, for the heart 
must go on month after month pumping extra blood to 
support the extra pounds. 

So is it surprising that overeating and overweight are 
so often associated with high blood pressure, hardening 
of the arteries, kidney degeneration, and heart disease? 
Or that these diseases so often go hand in hand? 

Tho Charlie Jackson clearly overate, there’s a new 
theory now, not yet wholly accepted, which says you can 
eat yourself to death without overeating. To understand 
it, you need to know that the heart muscle itself does not

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arteries which wind around the heart like a crown of 
thorns. If anything happens which plugs or constricts 
these arteries, the heart itself chokes for lack of oxygen. 
This is called a heart attack. 

If the heart muscle itself is not damaged by this attack, 
the trouble is called angina pectoris, and you usually re- 
cover in five minutes or so. You may go on having sub- 
sequent attacks until one day one of them may kill you. 

But if part of the coronary-artery network is choked 
completely, the trouble is called coronary thrombosis, 
and part of your heart muscle is permanently withered 
and not capable of the old college try any more. You’ve 
got a chance of surviving at least the first attack if you 
can get hold of your doctor right quick. 

Now what causes these coronary arteries to plug up in 
the first place is still a mystery. It is known that their 
lining tends to thicken with age, and more rapidly in men 
than women. And the thicker it grows the more it im- 
pedes the flow of blood to the heart. Doctors don’t all 
agree, but most believe heredity, nervous tension, worry, 
high blood pressure, and the fast pace of American life, 
all contribute to the thickening. 

Another theory, advanced after study of the hearts of 
several hundred soldiers who died of heart attack in the 
war, is that diet has something to do with it, too. There’s 
a fatty substance called cholesterol in your blood. Your 
liver manufactures it. It’s absorbed from certain foods, 
particularly from animal fats, egg yolks, and dairy prod- 
ucts. It’s essential for cell building. But the theory is 
that when the amounts in your blood are excessive, tiny 
droplets are deposited on the lining of the coronary arter- 
ies. These droplets sink more easily into a thick lining 
than a thin one, form microscopie lumps which irritate 
the lining. Scar tissue develops, choking up the inside 
of the arteries. [ Turn to next page

Then one day comes some strong 
emotion or hard exertion that sets 
your heart to pounding. This 
pounding demands more blood 
than the thickened, scarred, half- 
choked coronary arteries will carry. 
Heart attack. 

Che theory is that America is 
the happy hunting ground for 
heart disease because American 
diets are so rich in high-cholesterol 
foods—at least in the middle and 
upper income brackets where 
coronary artery troubles are more 
common. In China, where coro- 
nary occlusion is almost unknown, 
cholesterol-rich foods are rare, and 
the average cholesterol level. is 
about half that of the average 
American. Yet some people can 
eat heavily of cholesterol-rich diets 
and never develop a high choles- 
terol level in their blood. Maybe 
it is because their thyroid glands 
are more active or because they eat 
a diet heavy in protein, whicl 
seems to help the body burn up ex- 
cessive cholesterol. 

It’s only a theory yet, nothing 
that should justify tampering with 
a good diet unless your doctor himself 
tells you to.

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And so one day Jay died. A 
stroke, the paper said. All the 
people looked at him in his casket 
at the funeral and they said, “‘My, 
it was too bad, Jay O’Brien; he 
was such a successful man.” 

You see, along with heredity 
and obesity and certain diseases, 
all this getting so frightfully tense 
about things may predispose you 
to high blood pressure. And high 
blood pressure, if uncontrolled, 
may lead to hardening of the 
arteries and heart disease. Some 
doctors say 40 percent of all heart 
disease is linked to high blood 
pressure. 

But if you’ll take your body in 
for a checkup as often as you do 
your car, if you'll learn to find the 
world amusing instead of irritating 
before you reach your 40’s, your 
blood pressure ought never to kill 
you. Even if things have gone a bit 
far, you ought to last a normal 
lifetime if you’ll stop your one- 
man struggle against the world. 

Your heart is no “panty-waist.” 
Even after it has been overworked 
for years, it’s still the toughest 
organ you’ve got. It has to be, to 
pump 5,000 gallons of blood every 
24 hours for 70 to 80 years, pack- 
ing each of some 2,500,000,000 
beats with enough wallop to squirt 
blood six feet into the air. Army 
surgeons have even removed ma- 
chine-gun bullets and flak from 
the heart or the casing around it 
and sewed the patient up again 
without harm. Just the other day 
the papers told of 15-year-old 





George Allen, of Newark, who fell 
while running to catch a bus and 
drove a five-inch automatic pencil 
into his heart. “Don’t let anybody 
touch this,”’ Allen said to the driver 
as he climbed aboard, pointing to 
an inch of pencil sticking from his 
chest. “And call a doctor.” The 
doctor worked an hour and a 
quarter and got it out. 

It may not be easy to relax and 
snooze enough to control your high 
blood pressure. But you can do a 
pretty good job of it if you keep 
trying. You can teach yourself that 
most things you worry about never 
come to pass, and that even if they 
do, it does no good to worry. 

You can stop looking back on 
“spilt milk” and what might have 
been. You can fix up a workbench 
and start making things with your 
hands. You can garden. Or if you 
don’t like that, you can pick up a 
.22 pistol and some empty cans 
and start hiking up along the creek 
or river. You can make those big 
muscles work until they’re pleas- 
antly tired, and then nothing will 
be so serious. You can stop going 
to bed at night overstimulated with 
food and drink, stop reviewing the 
day’s insults and failures and plan- 
ning tomorrow’s work. It’s good 
sense to fall asleep as soon as pos- 
sible after the lights go out. A 
stiff walk before bedtime, soothing 
music, reading, these can help. 
Our grandfathers read a chapter of 
the Bible. Wartime presidents 
have gone to bed with detective

If you get nowhere with 
such self-helps, go see a psychiatrist. 


Sat self to death 


Everybody knows shoveling 
snow killed Bill Johnson. It was 
one of those nights last winter. 
Bill, who was an architect and 41, 
was trying to shovel his car out, 
and he just dropped over. 

“Tt just goes to show,” his broth- 
er Ed said, gulping down his steak 
and French fries at dinner the next 
night, “when you reach 35, you 
got to go easy on exercise.” 

But it wasn’t the shoveling that 
killed Bill as much as it was the 
riding to work in his sedan, and 
riding up to his office in the ele- 
vator, and riding everywhere else 
he went. He never got any sys- 
tematic exercise. He was soft, and 
like a large portion of angina and 
coronary thrombosis patients, he 
had a pendulous abdomen. 

Like any other muscle, the heart 
adapts itself to the day-by-day 
demands upon it. If you live a lazy 
life, the heart too grows lazy and 
less able to resist the load of snow 
shoveling or of disease in some 
other part of the body. Too, if you 
exercise you don’t get so tied up 
with worry and tension. You can’t. 
Physical effort knocks most of the 
worry out of you somehow, keeps 
your perspective sounder. 


To those of you still young 
enough to take regulated and sys- 
tematic exercise, there’s a moral 
here. It’s up to you. 


Anger floored McKay 


Mary McKay did make quite a 
scene at the League of Women 
Voters. The girls got into an argu- 
ment about our policy in China, 
and Mrs. McKay, who has quite 
low political boiling point any- 
way, was waving her arms and cry- 
ing and doing really fine. All of a 
sudden she froze like a bird dog. 

She later admitted she thought 
she was going to die. Angina vic- 
tims, during their first attack, al- 
most always think so. With every 
beat a knife twists in the heart. A 
bulldozer crushes the chest. And 
you freeze with a terrible appre- 
hension that “this is it.” 

Mary McKay’s doctor began to 
check into her life, her attitudes, 
for in angina the doctor often 
treats the patient more than the 
disease. We don’t know the cause 
of angina. Not for sure. It seems, 
like high blood pressure, to be as- 
sociated with worry and tension, 
ambition, drive, with hardened 
arteries, with heredity, perhaps 
with a diet too rich in cholesterol. 
It hits a few in their teens and 
twenties, most in middle age, and 
three times as many men as women.

If Paul Henry were alive today, 
his doctor or dentist would shoot 
him full of penicillin before he had 
a tooth pulled or underwent a 
tonsillectomy or any such opera- 
tion in the upper respiratory tract. 
For since Paul died, doctors have 
discovered penicillin’s marvelous 
power of attack against the strep- 
tococcus that causes endocarditis. 

This “green strep” lives in 
everyone’s mouth and air pass- 
ages, does no harm at all except 
when it gets into the blood of 
someone whose heart valves have 
been damaged by rheumatic fever. 
It burrows into these damaged 


valves and causes cauliflower-like 
blood clots, which break loose and 
course thru the arteries to lodge in 
the brain, the kidneys, the lungs, 
the heart itself, slowly, certainly 
bringing death. 

And there was no way to fight 
it—not with sulfa nor penicillin, 
until doctors, in desperation, gave 
a dying man five times the ortho- 
dox dose, and won. For 14 days 
and nights they dripped penicillin 
into his veins, continuously, from a 
flask above his bed, until the evil 
and previously unconquerable 
green streptococcus vanished. 

Now heart specialists recom- 
mend that every rheumatic heart 
patient receive penicillin prophy- 
laxis prior to any mouth or throat 
operation. 


Heart trouble from

Barbara George sort of caught 
her heart trouble from her husband, 
a magazine article about heart dis- 
ease, and her mother, about three 
months after the mother herself 
died of it. In a way this was strange, 
because Barbara was only 26, and 
she had always been such a healthy, 
husky, blooming young woman.

But her husband, Bob, was hav- 
ing trouble with his boss and did a 
lot of complaining around the 
house. They were kind of crimped 
from lack of money, and her 
mother had died unexpectedly.

couple of months later Barbara 
came across this magazine article 
and read it pretty carefully. And a 
month after that she was in her 
doctor’s office, dragging, gray, 
scared. Obviously she was sick. 
She complained of pain in her 
heart, of a pounding, of faintness, 
shortness of breath, skipped beats, 
of a feeling that her heart some- 
times flopped completely over. 

The doctor examined her and 
found a murmur, but nothing 
more. He didn’t mention the mur- 
mur to her, because there are two 
kinds, the so-called functional 
murmur, which is common and 
harmless, and the organic murmur, 
which indicates damage to a heart 
valve and is serious. He sent her 
over to the hospital for laboratory 
checks, and he talked with her 
about her family matters until he 
was certain, and then he told her— 
there wasn’t anything at all wrong 
with her heart.

But it was her mind that 
brought them on, not organic 
trouble with her heart. 


Barsara went home and start- 
ed to get out with her friends a bit 
more in the afternoons, and she 
went swimming with the children 
a lot, and her husband got a new 
job and quit “bellyaching,” and 
she didn’t have any more heart 
trouble after that. 

Catching heart disease from a 
magazine and a dead mother isn’t 
strange. Three out of four who go 
to the doctor with heart complaints 
have nothing wrong—not with 
their hearts.

Hardy annuals, such as poppies, larkspur, cornflower, and sweet 
alyssum, can be sown now for spring blooming. In the Lower South, 
store the seeds in the refrigerator for two weeks before planting. 

Half-hardy annuals, such as wallflower, phlox, pinks, snapdragons, 
babysbreath, and early sweetpeas, can be started in the Lower South. 
Bulbs can be planted now—hardy kinds everywhere, tender ones 


only in the warmer areas. 
Dahlias should be dug now if you live north of Raleigh, Atlanta, or 


Birmingham. South of this line, don’t dig dahlias at all. 

Tuberous begonias and gladioli should be dug and dried, then 
stored in trays in the basement. Amaryllis should be dug and rested. 
Ryegrass can be sown now in Florida and along the coasts to make a 
good winter lawn. One pound of seed is enough for 100 square feet. 
Roses won’t need further dusting or spraying except in Florida. 
There’s no need to hill soil around roses except in mountain areas. 


Camellias need a heavy feeding in November, I’ve discovered thru 


several years of trial. ‘Try it.

Window boxes can have their vacant places filled with cuttings of 
euonymus. These will root and make good plants for lifting and 
moving to their permanent home next spring. 


Tender waterlilies should be stored for the winter in moist sand in 
a pit or in the basement. Provide some protection from rodents. 
Dutch iris can be planted in groups of a dozen semimonthly until 
February to provide an extra-long blooming season. 
Tulips should be stored in your refrigerator for about a month, then 
planted out.

Trees and shrubs can still be planted safely, but stake and mulch 
newly set plants to help them get established quickly. 
Leaves may be gathered and used for mulching your shrubs and 
perennial borders. But the leaves from your gladioli, dahlias, toma- 
toes, potatoes, and corn should be burned as a sanitary measure. 
Dahlias should be labeled now while they are still in bloom. Dig 
your dahlias and tuberous begonias after the first heavy frost kills the 
tops. 
Rock walls and rock gardens can be built and planted now. 
Nicotine-oil combination sprays should be applied this month to 
trees and shrubs subject to attack by scale. 
Early peas and sweetpeas are worth a gamble with frost in coastal 
and ocean areas. Make a small sowing in a sheltered, sunny place. 
Chrysanthemums need protection from heavy rains if you want the 
blooms in good condition for use indoors as cut flowers.

Trees can be moved safely as soon as their leaves fall. Trees that lend 
themselves to early fall planting are elm, apple, sugar maple, and 
Norway maple. Choose trees that have their main branches at wide 
angles to the main trunk. 

Plants moved now need protection against freezing and drying 
winds while out of the ground. Wrap them in moist burlap, then 
cover this with canvas. 

Packing material should be removed from around roots when set- 
ting new plants. Otherwise, you'll have trouble getting soil packed 
around the roots. 

Tulips, daffodils, and crocuses must be planted now. Lilies should 
be planted as soon as the bulbs are available. Mulch the soil above 
bulbs, and they’ll continue to produce new roots. 
Spring-blooming shrubs will profit from a November application 
of plant food. Four pounds is enough for an area 10 by 10 feet. 
Soil for indoor use this winter should be brought in now. 
Coldframes need ventilation on sunny fall days, but keep the open- 
ings covered with screening or mice may slip inside.

Agapanthus, the Blue-lily-of-the-Nile, should be divided now. Don’t 
make the clumps too small, or they won’t bloom next June. 
Camellias need monthly feeding with an acid-base plant food. 
Mulch the plants with leafmold and redwood bark. Branches lacking 
fat blossom buds may be pruned now if your plant needs shaping. 
Chrysanthemums shouldn’t be neglected after they are thru bloom- 
ing. Instead, continue to water regularly. You'll get a large crop of 
offsets at the base to use in propagating next year’s mums. 
Liquid fish-base plant foods are highly favored by those who grow 
such acid-soil plants as begonias. 
Divide crinums, perennial asters, coralbells, thyme, and any other 
perennial needing it. You'll get better bloom next year. 
Birds will leave alone your berried shrubs sprayed with nicotine. 
Dahlias should be dug now, and stored for a few months with the 
soil remaining on their roots. 
Broccoli may be seeded now. Chinese cabbage can be set out in the 
south.

Everbearing strawberries! 


Everbearing strawberries are far 
from new, but judging from the 
astonishment of my neighbors at the 
‘idea of strawberries from the garden 
in October, I judge their culture is 
somewhat of a lost art. 

Here are hints passed along from 
experience with my 5-year-old patch. 
First, let me make it clear that ever- 
bearers’ don’t produce the same 
amount of fruit week after week. 
The biggest crop comes at the regu- 
lar strawberry season, in mid- to late 
June here in southern Michigan. 

Yields taper off to a pretty low 
level during July, but even so there 
are enough on my 10- by 25-foot 
patch to dress up breakfast cereal 
every few mornings. During August 
we have strawberries enough for 
dessert four or five times. 

Of course, I have to water the 
patch during dry periods to keep the 
plants active. Plants can continue to 
produce fruit until frost arrives. Last 
year, I picked the fortieth quart of 
the year October 14. 

Planting should be done as early 
in the spring as possible. I pick off 
all blossoms at the time the plants 
are set and for the first three weeks 
after they are in their new home. 
Strong roots won’t be produced if 
the new plants are loaded down with 
fruit. Better lose those first few 
fruits than to jeopardize later yields. 

I plant in rows only one foot 
apart, but skip every third row to 
leave a path. A bed planted in the 
spring should be completely covered 
by runners by harvesttime next 


| year, except for anarrow path where 
. _ 


the row was skipped. 

Each July, I spade a new foot- 
wide path immediately to the right 
of each old path. This new path is 
squarely where one of my original 
rows had been. Before tearing out 
this row, I dig the most vigorous 
plants for use in expanding my 
patch and to give to the neighbors. 
Chen I apply a pound of plant food 
for each 10 feet of row before turn- 
ing the soil. After that, the runners 
are allowed to spread into the orig- 
inal path, [ Turn to next page

Each year I repeat this shifting 
of the path to the right. In this way, 
the bed continues to produce year 
after year. Commercial growers 
would probably laugh at my system, 
and point out that the berries are 
likely to be smaller after the bed is 
more than two years old. But it’s an 
easy way to grow strawberries, and 
the berries are big enough to suit 
our family. Starting a new bed every 
second year doesn’t seem feasible 
for our little garden. 

Weeds are easy to pull out, or you 
can try experimentally the new 
2,4-D .weed-killer spray for spot 
treatment. I use it at one-half the 
dosage recommended for lawns. Of 
course, you must be careful to keep 
2,4-D off the rest of your garden, 
since it quickly kills most garden 
plants. There’s still too little known 
to risk spraying a whole patch, tho 
I’ve never hurt the plants in my 
limited tests.— Keith C. Barrons, Mich- 
igan. 


Strawberries in wall gardens. 
We planted our long, rock wall with 
strawberries instead of rock-garden 
plants. The effect is colorful, and 
now we have vine-fresh berries from 
a vertical garden which really oc- 
cupies little of the garden area.

Next year, make » barrel gar- 
den. A barrel filled with rich earth 
and plant food may be used with good 
success for growing all vine crops: 
watermelons, cantaloupes, nutmeg 
melons, and pumpkins. Drill a 1- 
inch hole 12 inches from the top in 
each stave. Drill six 1-inch holes in 
the bottom for drainage. Fill your 
barrel with rich soil: 

Plant two melon seeds to each 
hole, and later thin to one vine to 
each hole. Cover the barrel as soon 
as the vines begin to run, so they’ll 
go thru the holes, and then the 
ground. A foot or more of straw 
banked around the barrel supports 
the melons, and they’re less apt to 
rot.—R. Murphy, Virginia. 


Pampas grass canes. [ cut the 
canes from tall pampas grass and 
store them in a dry place. They 
make good stakes for small plants 
such as China-asters.—P. Aleine, 
Illinois. 


Three crops of spirea flowers.

They’ll appreciate having the 
snow swept off the feeders, also 
having dry sand put out once a week 
for them.

New Roses 


8 Obtain plants as early as possible. Roses planted in the 
fall form calluses over cuts on their roots and can con- 
tinue to produce new roots until the soil freezes, so are 


ready to grow weeks before spring-planted roses. 


2 Prepare the holes now if you live where the soil freezes 
before the nurseries can ship roses. Fill the holes with 
leaves or straw, and cover with boards or tar paper. 
Store some soil indoors so you will have plenty to sift in 
around the roots. 


3 Set your plants on cones of soil high enough to let the 
roots fork out naturally in the hole. Set the knuckle 2 
inches deep. Don’t bruise the roots: Use your fingers to 
push the soil around the roots. 


4 Build a protecting cone of soil 6 inches high around each 
newly set rose to keep the canes from drying out. 















ORIGINAL SOIL LEVEL 
Old Reses 


i Clear away all debris at the base of your plants and spray 
them thoroly with a good fungicide. 


2 Provide ample drainage. Roses seldom survive winter 
flooding. Packed snow or ice may disrupt normal drain- 
age, so plan your flood control accordingly. 


3 Apply a winter mulch if you garden where the soil 
freezes in the winter. Build a 6-inch cone by adding soil— 
not by scraping up soil now protecting the rose roots. 


4 Cut canes back 10 to 14 inches for convenience. Burn 
these prunings to destroy any diseases or insects trying 
to hide over winter on the cones.

THE DIARY OF A 


Plain Dirt 
Gardener 








By Harry R. O’Brien 








I made oration, to wit: “| need help to cover the roses. 


Gonna be freezing weather. Now git out and to work.” 


Nerv. I Maggie has been orating 
about leaves on the grass and a 
place is needed where they can be 
stored to rot down to useful com- 
post humus. And humus is what 
the soil doctor would have ordered 
for my garden—if I had asked him. 

»fomemade humus is cheaper 
than peatmoss by the bale. Barn- 
yard manure is so scarce and rare 
hereabouts, you buy it by the 
carat—almost. 

Well, I worked a bit at hauling 
some flat rocks from the old, long- 
abandoned rock garden. These 
I’m laying up to make a rough 
wall which I hope will keep the 
base of the compost pile within 
bounds. 

Then took a hand at hauling 
sand for the rose beds. Back of the 
garage is a pile of builder’s sand. 
Last spring I began to haul this and 
scatter it between and around the 
roses, so it could be worked into 
the stiff clay soil and help lighten it. 

Recent research work confirms 
old beliefs that roses need a well- 
aerated soil. Humus, added in the 
form of peatmoss as I’ve been put- 
ting on, and sand, help break 
down our clay soil. My notion is 
that both should be used for results. 


Nev. 2 There were still a few 
spots in which I-wish peonies were 
growing. And I have an extra 
clump back in the vegetable part 
of the garden which could be dug 
and divided for said purpose. 

In digging the old clump, I first 
dug a ring or trench out about 18 
inches from the base of the plant. 
I dug down and under. Then by 
gently prying upward, I loosened 


_the clump so it could be lifted out. 


Next stage was to let it be for 
awhile, until the big, fleshy roots 


became wilted. This made them 
less brittle and not so ready to snap 
off at the wrong place. 

Then I hauled the clump on a 
wheelbarrow up to within reach 
of a hose. Washed the soil off roots 
with water coming briskly from 
nozzle. This was to get it cleared, 
so I could see what to do. 

Hauled clump back to garden 
workbench alongside compost pile. 
With usual stainless-steel-kitchen- 
home-plant-propagation knife, I 
carefully cut the clump into divi- 
sions. I like each to have about five 
good eyes but anywhere from 
three to seven is OK. After plant- 
ing in a good-sized hole, I heaped 
soil up in a cone about 10 inches 
high over the place to keep the 
root from heaving out the first 
winter. 


Nev. 3 Summer again and at last 
I succumbed to Maggie’s oratory 
about leaves. Began sweeping them 
up and hauling back to compost 
pile. 

This fall I’m doing a better job 
on my compost. After each layer of 
four to six inches, I scatter some 
plant food over it. This helps 
leaves, weeds, and whatever else to 
rot down faster and then the value 
is there to enrich the compost. 


Nev. @ Hurried downtown and 
made rounds of the seed stores on 
general principles, to see if bird- 
feeding supplies were getting in, 
and to check on bulbs and such. 
I was at the seed store, gossip- 
ing with Miss Ruth, Perry, and 
DW, the boss. Chewing the rag 
about fall bulbs and what not.

Nov. 15 Mrs. Maggie, wife and 
head cook in household of this 
PDG, brought home a long, nar- 
row carton from the post office to- 
day. You guessed it. There were 
some new roses inside. Not many, 
but just a few new varieties I need 
to try out, so as I can keep up my 
garden standing in the community. 
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Maggie brought home a long, narrow 
box from the post office. You guessed 
it . . . some new roses I'd ordered 


Nov. 17 There were those new 
roses to plant. Included were two 
plants of New World, the new 
floribunda. I dug holes for the bush 
roses, while Donald dittoed for the 
four new climbers. My job was to 
do all the planting. Last part of 
this was to heap up soil around the 
canes 10 inches or so. 

Out came David in old clothes 


and a grin on his face. He got out 
another spade—we have three 
such—and going to a rose bed, he 
buckled down and began to heap 
soil about the base of the canes. 


Oh, mebbe six to eight inches. This 
is giving them their winter over- 
shoes. Donald and I pitches in, too, 
at the job. This hilling is all we 
ever do to provide winter protec- 
tion for hybrid tea, polyantha, and 
floribunda roses. 


Nor. 21% Out again in a hurry this 
evening. Then the boys came home 
from their classes down on the 
campus. But nary a sign did I see 
of them outdoors. So indoors I 
went. They were sitting in the liv- 
ing room at their ease, reading the 
papers. I made oration, to wit:

At lunch downtown today I gave free advice to the assembled four at table 


minutes. New git out and to work.” 

Reluctantly, out came Donald. 
Finally along came David. We 
didn’t finish by dark, but the end is 
in sight. Night comes so soon, one 
can get in only two licks and a 
spoonful each evening. 

Part of my share of work was a 
new experiment. I hauled four bar- 
row loads of sand and used this to 
mulch around the base of some 
rose plants. Next spring when 
pulled off, it will get scattered 
around the bed where I want it. 

(Note—Later I found that some 
of the others in our men’s rose club 
had the same idea and used some 
sand for mulching. In some years I 
have used co:r post the same way. 
But I’m out of usable compost this 


fall.) 


Nor. 23 Over at the farmer’s ele- 
vator at Linworth, I ordered two 
bags of scratch feed for the larger 
birds and Alexander and four bales 
of straw for the strawberries. 
Around here it is time, right now, 
to put winter mulch on these. 


Nerv. 25 Rain today, so no out- 
side work. But at lunch down- 
town, I did a lot of work. Gave 
free advice to wit: 

Mr. A has bought a new house 
and wanted to know about moving 
a big tree onto it. Told him winter 
is best time to move tree of larger 
size. Gave him names of local land- 
scape men equipped to move big 
trees. 

Mr. B. has a lawnwhich is weedy 
and not in good condition. Should 
he put on plant food, more seed, 
and 2,4-D weed killer now? Told 
him it was too late around here. 
Wait until early spring to feed and 


seed. Use 2,4-D from late spring 


on. 
Mr. C. wanted to know if it is 
too late to set out tulip bulbs. I 
said no—fine time of year for it. 

“Where can I buy peanut 
heartsfor feeding birds?’’ asked Mr. 
D. I gave him names of several 
stores. 

I haven’t got my fall spading 
done. No narcissus bulbs planted. 
No shrubbery ditto. Have not cut 
off and burned tops of peonies. 


Note: More rose bushes have been 
grown by nurseries for sale this fall and 
next spring than in any year since the 
war.

I SAW those people over there 
in Europe. I saw things I never 
thought could be. I saw men and 
women picking spoiled food out of 
filthy army garbage dumps and 
eating it. | saw people living thru 
very cold winters without any heat 
in their houses day after day, 
month after month. I didn’t know 
people could do that but they can, 
and most of them survive. I saw 
families crowded into single rooms 
and in damp cellars. I saw a lot of 
raw human misery.” 


“It was pretty tough over here, 
too, during the war,” the guest 
said. 

“It was not,’’ answered the ser- 
geant. 

“You ought to hear my wife tell 
about it.” 

“Yes, and my wife, too,” said the 
sergeant. ““‘When I came home I 
expected to find life kind of limited 
and severe in the States, but I did 
not find it that way. It really 
shocked me just to see the abun- 
dance we have. I thought our peo- 
ple had been making great sacri- 
fices during the war, but when I 
began to compare their plenty with 
the poverty I had seen over there, 
I soon knew I was comparing lux- 
ury with privation. 

“They had some banquets for us 
returned soldiers in this town, with 
turkey or steak or fish and a lot of 
other dishes. The display of rich 
food I saw on those tables made me 
ashamed. I kept thinking of the 
hungry kids who used to gather 
around our chow line. They were 
happy to get scraps. When you 
gave them more than scraps they 
wouldn’t eat it. They took it home 
to divide with their parents. Some- 
times the parents hung around the 
chow lines, too. 


I NOTICED at these banquets 
that a good many people, especially 
women, didn’t eat half what was 
served them. They didn’t want to 
consume too many calories so they 
wouldn’t get fat. I thought it was a

molded locks never get disarrayed. 
Some come with complete ward- 
robes, such as the baby doll with 
knitted booties, sacque, raimcoat, 
and other changes-of clothing. 

A leather-covered doll buggy, 
by the maker of famous baby bug- 
gies, is conveniently collapsible 
for storing away when your daugh- 
ter loses interest temporarily in 
taking her dolly for an airing. The 
size of a little girl in relation to a 
doll buggy should be considered. 
One that is too high and heavy for 
her to handle is not much fun until 
she grows enough to manage it. 


Tue size of the child is of great 
importance, too, in the purchase 
of a tricycle or bike for your young 
pedal-pusher. The handlebars and 
seats of most tricycles and bicycles 
can be raised and lowered, so that 
you may buy a size a little larger 
to allow for a child’s certain 
growth. 

Still, you don’t want to get either 
trike or bike so large and heavy 
that the youngster is discouraged 
from learning to ride. 

For children just past the toddler 
stage, a three-wheeler is available 
patterned after the regular baby 
walker but with pedals attached to 
the front wheel.

Wonderful muscle builders, too, 
are the two-wheeled scooters, pro- 
pelled by pushing with a foot on 
the sidewalk, and the long-be- 
loved “Irish Mail,” with four- 
wheeled undercarriage.

came home from the university. 

Since then, we have been very 
close, but we regret the years when 
we did not really know each other. 

I didn’t want Marcia and her 
new sister or brother to miss the 
early companionship my sister and 
I had lost, and I felt that if the 
baby’s coming could be an event 
of joyful anticipation rather than 
a shock, the two children could at 
least have an advantageous start. 


In THEsecond place, my husband 
and I had often said that surely a 
good time to answer, “‘Where does 
a baby come from?” would be 
during a mother’s pregnancy.

make her very gentle. I did not 
overdo it and give her the impres- 
sion that a woman carrying a baby 
must be treated like a china doll. 
However, I feel it is well that a 
pregnant mother be given some pro- 
tection from an active youngster! 
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We talked often of our coming 
baby. Marcia wondered if it would 
be a “girl sister” or a ““boy sister.” 
She was rather set on a boy, but we 
explained that only God knew 
what the baby would be, and 
while we thought, too, that a 
little boy would be nice, as we al- 
ready had a little girl—still, if we 
had another little girl, it would 
really be just as nice!

Marcia’s questions did not come 
all at once.

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the nicest possible thing happened. 
My husband arrived on a 10-day 
furlough. Five days later, he, 
Marcia, and Grandmother came 
to bring Mark and me home.
